The Pearl of Asia; or, Five Years in Siam. 
By Jacob T. Child, late United States 
Minister at Bangkok. (Kegan Paul & 
Co.) . 

Tue interest in Siam aroused by recent 

political events renders the present moment 

a favourable one for the publication of a 

book on that country; but though 

I. Child tells the reader in his preface 
that he made numerous notes during many 
leisure hours concerning that ‘land of 
mystic lore,” his work is on the whole 
disappointing, and comparatively little is to 
be found in its pages that is new. 

Perhaps the illustrations are the best part 
of the volume: reproductions from photo- 
graphs, which, some of them, convey an 
excellent idea of architecture and river 
seenery. Yet, as regards these pictures, 
persons familiar with the objects repre- 
sented will see reason here and there for 
mistrust. Thus the temple of the Emerald 
Idol is called by the Siamese Wat Phra 
Kéo; in the text these words are converted 
(p. 104) into ‘‘Wat Phza Keau”; in the 
list of illustrations, and also beneath the 
Ty the temple is termed ‘‘ Wat Pherce 

ea.” Opposite p. 164 is a picture de- 

scribed as “ruins in Ayuthia.’”’ There are 
no hills at Ayuthia such as are here shown, 
and we believe the view to be a view of the 
temple at Prabat (some twenty miles distant 
from Ayuthia), and a very good view too. 
What purports to be a picture of Prabat is 
inserted at p. 184; itis certainly not a picture 
of Prabat, but of Wat Chang at Bangkok. 
Funeral rites, palaces, temples, ruins, court 
ceremonies, and the other stock subjects for 
books about Siam duly reappear in Col. 
Child’s chapters ; his descriptions are gener- 
ally correct, his language in places is some- 
what highflown, but he would have added 
greatly to the attractiveness of what he has 
set before the general reader if he had 
supplied ampler explanations of the pageants 
and processions which it was his good fortune 
to witness, and which are full of significance 
in every detail. 

Chap. xiii. deals briefly with the treat- 
ment of criminals, and describes an execu- 
tion; this latter a subject not noticed, 
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we believe, by previous writers, but possess- 


ing a somewhat gruesome interest, and 
on which it may, therefore, be worth while 
to offer a few words of comment. 

Col. Child, when alluding to the prevalent 
custom of manacling prisoners, remarks, in 
passing, that ‘‘any one owning slaves has 
a right to put them in chains on the most 
frivolous pretext,” and adds that a gentle- 
man who had travelled through the interior 
of the country assured him that he saw 
large numbers thus manacled, male and 
female. The facts are as described, and 
there is much cruelty in Siam; but in 
qualification it should be pointed out that 
wherever a “‘ large number”? of ‘‘ manacled ” 
persons are met with, these are more pro- 
bably condemned criminals than domestic 
slaves; that, with few exceptions, the 
ankles are fettered so as to allow a man to 
walk with a shuffling gait, but not to run; 
whereas the arms are entirely free, so that 
there is no “‘ manacling” properly so called. 
Large numbers of slaves are debt slaves, 
and these debt slaves can change from one 
master to another if a new master can be 
found willing to refund the amount of the 
debt to the old one. This legal right 
aggravates the offence of attempting to run 
away; and in a country where jungles are 
never far off, and there is no organized 
police for arresting fugitives, something 
may be urged in defence of a master who 
fetters a slave for attempting to escape. 
Again, of fettering generally, there can be 
no doubt that in a tropical country to be 
locked up uninterruptedly in prison is a 
much less endurable evil than to be at 
liberty to walk about in the neighbourhood 
with a chain to your legs. 

Of fourteen dacoits who were arrested in 
Bangkok, Col. Child tells us that they were 
sentenced to be executed; every effort was 
made to save them, but it availed not. The 
king had moved in the matter; “that 
settled it, no one daring to set aside the edict 
of royalty.” Yet on the next page he informs 
us that only three of the fourteen who had 
been sentenced were put to death, ‘“‘his majesty 
having commuted the sentence of eleven.” 
The fact really is that, owing to the strict 
prohibitions of the Buddhist religion against 
taking life in any form, the Siamese enter- 
tain a great aversion to capital punishment, 
and whenever a criminal has been con- 
demned to death an exceptional oppor- 
tunity for ‘‘making merit” presents itself 
both to the intercessor who may succeed in 
begging the criminal’s life, and to the sove- 
reign who may deem himself justified in 
granting the request. It should be ex- 
plained in this connexion that no one in 
Siam proper can be put to death unless the 
order for the execution has been stamped 
with the king’s own seal, and the impress 
must be placed exactly over the criminal’s 
name; to the king then the last appeal 
for mercy must in all cases be made, and it is 
not the efforts of “ friends” that commonly 
prevail, but the voice of somebody of influ- 
ence about the Court, held by the king in an 
esteem which outweighs the gravity of the 
condemned man’s crimes. When sentence 
has once been pronounced, the prisoner is 
confined in gaol, says Col. Child, till the 
morning of execution. This is a precaution 
which, we believe, other nations also have 
found it advisable to adopt; at the same 





time in Siam some peculiarities still, we 
believe, exist, and strict seclusion till the 
hour of death is not in every instance the 
tule. The prisoner is usually placarded 
with a list of his sins, and—this time both 
manacled and fettered—is paraded for three 
days by land and three days by water 
through the most populous parts of the 
city, as a terror to evildoers, preceded by 
persons who beat gongs to call attention 
to the event. We greatly doubt whether 
on finally reaching the execution ground 
he is formally flogged by the execu- 
tioner; those whom we have seen put to 
death certainly bore no traces of recent 
scourging. The reader learns further that 
when the victims had been fastened in posi- 
tions suitable for beheading, mud was stuffed 
into their ears, and marks were made (with 
mud) across their necks. The mark on the 
neck is, of course, intended to guide the 
headsman’s sword; the ears are stopped 
(and the nostrils are sometimes stopped also) 
in order that the spirits may not escape 
thereout at the moment of death, and in 
angry mood work the executioners a mis- 
chief. The sudden disappearance of the 
latter as soon as the fatal blow has been 
struck is also noticed by Col. Child. They 
certainly do run swiftly away, and make 
for the nearest water to wash their blood- 
reeking swords; but their speed may, per- 
haps, be quickened also by a dread of the 
wrathful spirits whom they have just set 
free. There is one piece of needless 
brutality associated with these capital 
punishments on which the author, although 
he refers to it, makes no comment. The 
man in charge cuts off the heels of the dead 
bodies so that he may slip off the ring- 
fetters which surround the ankles—a re- 
voltingly callous procedure. The chains 
could be taken off by the same method as 
they were put on; or if easily removable 
fetters cannot be used for those condemned 
to die, it would surely be more creditable 
to sacrifice a few shillings’ worth of iron 
than thus to mutilate the dead. 

The fifteenth chapter of the book relates 
to the taxation of the people. There are 
rather more than five pages in this chapter : 
one only of these is letterpress; the re- 
mainder are wholly filled with a long list 
of the various kinds of taxes levied. The 
Siamese have undoubtedly to submit to a 
crushing taxation collected by rapacious 
agents, and levied in a large measure so 
unscientifically as to defeat its own objects 
by retarding the development of the country. 
Itisimpossible not to feel that Col. Child, when 
touching briefly, as above indicated, on this 
subject, has missed an opportunity—that 
fuller information as to the taxation, fiscal 
administration, and revenues of Siam might 
have been got together and would have 
proved attractive. The succeeding chapter 
(the sixteenth) is, perhaps, the most inter- 
esting in the book. The king some years 
ago sent several of his children to England 
for their education, but before doing so, 
he prepared a series of instructions for their 
guidance, and of these instructions Col. 
Child has obtained a translation, which he 
publishes for the benefit of the world at 
large. They certainly illustrate the good 
sense and affectionate parental feeling of 
the king, and they afford the reader an 
interesting glimpse into the domestic con- 
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cerns of an enlightened Asiatic ruler. There 
seems no reason to doubt that they are 
_genuine, yet it is difficult to undertand how 
they came into Col. Child’s possession, and 
permission was given to publish a document 
so confidential in tone. 

We confess with regret that we have 
never read a book in which, mingled with 
attempts at fine writing, so many gram- 
matical errors are to be found; nor would 
- it, we suspect, be easy to pick out a publica- 
tion in which hasty revision of proof-sheets 
had allowed more printers’ mistakes to pass. 
‘When morn’s first rosy blush coruscated 
the eastern sky the steamer breasted the 
current”; that is a specimen, selected at 
random, of what we mean by fine writing. 
There is much in the same style in the 
book. We have no disposition to cavil 
at it; there are no doubt some readers 
to whom that sort of thing is pleasur- 
able; but we must record a_ protest 
when alongside of this eloquence we find 
such sentences as ‘“‘the palaces......of the 
princes......are palatial”; or ‘the native 
officials......who correspond with [sie] our 
justices of the peace, most of whom are 
corrupt and incompetent’ (it was surely 
not Col. Child’s intention to disparage the 
magistracy of the United States) ; or, again, 
‘‘the outer wall is handsomely carved, and 
as perfect as if did yesterday”; or ‘the 
quarries is thirty miles distant,” “ around 
the court is about fifty marble statues”; 
or, finally, “‘has led to the loss of several 
foreigners, who could have been saved had 
the natives gone to their assistance, paying 
no heed to their cries for help.” Several 
other such examples of slipshod English 
might be quoted, but perhaps the misprints 
are more numerous still. M. Mouhot wrote 
a well-known book about Siam; his name 
is spelt variously Mouhut, Mahout, and 
Mauhut. Then we have ‘“ Perseopolis,” 
‘*Peleopenesus,” ‘‘Magodho” (for Ma- 
gadha), ‘“‘bogee” for buree (a Siamese 
cigarette), ‘‘rice princes” for rich princes, 
“‘reginas” for regias, ‘“‘stepped off of his 
throne,” ‘“pracheda” for prachadee (many 
times), ‘‘ Asaka” for Asoka, ‘‘Aureca”’ for 
Areca, ‘‘P’ra Hat” for Phra Bat, ‘‘ sham- 
pooning ”’ for shampooing, ‘‘ Chieng-rai’’ for 
Chieng-mai, “‘sight”’ for site, “ projenitor” 
for progenitor, ‘simi-” for semi-; and an 
abundant crop of other such errors might 
be gleaned from the book—a crop which 
we trust that the author will duly harvest 
before a second edition of his work appears.

press and putting it forth well and care- 
fully printed, as this is. In a tolerably 
close examination we have detected but 
one slip, whether it be of pen or type: 
in the note on p. 60, April 30th should be 





April 20th. For the rest, it can only be 
said that this volume has all the excellences | 
of the first: the text, owing to a few care- | 


fully considered omissions, is just short of 
completeness, though, as we said before, it 
is as complete as any student can reasonably 
desire ; and the notes—embodying all that 
Lord Braybrooke had to say as well as the 
little that Mr. Bright could add, and am- 
plified by the special knowledge of Mr. 
Wheatley—approach perfection as nearly as 
is allowed to the work of man. 

Being the work of man, there is neces- 
sarily in some places room for difference of 
opinion. We should, for instance, answer 
No! to the note on p. 55: “Qy. glass 
omitted after shipp.’”? The query is the 
implied explanation of the mysterious sen- 
tence under June 14th, 1661 :— 

**To Whitehall to my Lord’s...... I sent to my 

house by my Lord’s order his shippand triangle 
virginall,” 
The note does not say what a “‘ shipp-glass ”’ 
was, and the term is new to us: it might 
mean a telescope, a punch bowl or tumbler, 
an hour-glass, a lantern, or various other 
things; but whatever it was, it was pre- 
sumably something to be used on board 
ship—something which Sandwich, embark- 
ing for what promised to be, and actually 
was, a lengthy voyage, would be likely to 
carry with him. This thing, however, he did 
not take with him, but left orders for it to 
be sent to Pepys’s house. We think then 
that the text is complete, and that the ex- 
planation is to be found in the entry for 
October 5th, 1661 (pp. 116-7) :— 

‘*Staid at home all the afternoon putting up 

my Lord’s model of the Royal James, which I 
borrowed of him long ago to hang up in my 
room...... To bed, pleased at my afternoon’s 
work in hanging up the shipp.” 
Later on, in July and August, 1662, this 
model or ‘‘shipp” is an important feature 
in the ‘Diary,’ being mentioned almost 
every day in connexion with the lessons in 
seamanship which Pepys was taking from 
Mr. Cooper. 

In the entry for December 12th, 1661, 
p. 154, we read,— 

‘*To the Wardrobe and dined with my Lady 
[se. Sandwich], where her brother, Mr. John 
Crew, dined also, and a strange gentlewoman 
dined at the table as a servant of my Lady’s ; 
but I knew her not, and so I am afeard that 
poor Madamoiselle was gone, but I since under- 
stand that she is come as housekeeper to my 
Lady and is a married woman,” 
with the note to “poor Madamoiselle,” 
“This may be Mademoiselle Le Blanc, 
mentioned on November 15th, 1661,” where 
the sentence is :— 

‘*To the Opera, where I met my wife and 

Captain Ferrers and Madamoiselle Le Blanc, 
and there did see the second part of ‘ The Siege 
of Rhodes.’” 
The identification seems doubtful. It is, 
perhaps, less doubtful that the ‘“‘ poor Mada- 
moiselle ” missing on December 12th was 
the ‘‘ Madamoiselle” mentioned on August 
31st as the governess of ‘‘the Ladies Je- 
mimah and Paulina.’ There is nothing to 
identify the young ladies’ governess with 
the ‘‘ Madamoiselle Le Blanc” who went to 
the opera with Capt. Ferrers, under the 
chaperonage of Mrs. Pepys, aged twenty- 
one. A countess of the present time would 
scarcely allow her daughters’ governess 
such liberty; and Lady Sandwich seems 
to have been a decent, sensible sort of 
woman. 





For September 3rd, 1661, we read:— 

‘*With my wife to the Wardrobe, where my 
Lady’s child was christened (my Lord Crew anq 
his Lady and my Lady Montagu, my Lords 
mother-in-law, were the witnesses).” 
It would, perhaps, have been worth notj 
that Pepys has here either made a curious 
slip, or has used the term ‘ mother-in-law” 
with an unknown meaning. According tp 
our present usage, it was Lady Crew who 
was “my lord’s” mother-in-law. Lady 
Montagu was probably his aunt. 

Under date November 29th, 1661, there 
is a statement of what, on careless reading 
looks like an historical fact :— 

‘* After dinner to White Hall to the Duke, who 

met us in his closet, and there he did......desire 
of us [sc. Batten and Penn, Coventry, and 
Sir George Carteret] to know what hath been 
the common practice about making of forrayne 
ships to strike sail to us, which they did all 
do as much as they could; but I could say 
nothing to it, which I was sorry for. So indeed 
I was forced to study a lie, and so, after we 
were gone from the Duke, I told Mr. Coventry 
that I had heard Mr. Selden often say that in 
Henry the 7th’s time, he did give commission to 
his captains to make the King of Denmark’s 
ships to strike to him in the Baltique.” 
We happen to know that this paragraph, 
which is of old standing, has deceived many, 
who, overlooking the ‘I could say nothing 
to it,” and the “I was forced to study a 
lie,” have accepted the statement, made on 
the authority of Selden, as a proof that 
Henry VII. “‘did give commission to his 
captains to make the King of Denmark’s 
ships to strike to him in the Baltique.” Of 
course Henry VII. did no such thing, and 
Selden never said he did. Thestatementis, 
as Pepys properly characterizes it, ‘a lie.” 
We will not say that Lord Braybrooke fell 
headlong into the trap baited forthe Duke of 
York, and that Mr. Wheatley has now fallen 
into it after him; but it looks uncommonly 
like it. Lord Braybrooke’s note, now 
repeated by Mr. Wheatley, seems to imply 
it. ‘‘The tables,” it says, ‘“‘ were attempted 
to be turned,” and relates how the Governor 
of Cronenburg fired on an English ship 
of war which neglected to salute. So con- 
fused at the present time are the notions of 
what was meant by the English ‘sover- 
eignty of the sea,” that we feel sure that, by 
many who read this, the expression ‘ tur 
ing the tables” will be understood as 
implying that Henry VII. did actually 
claim and enforce the salute of “flag and 
topsail”’ in the Baltic. 

These, however, are mere differences of 
opinion on points of trifling or incidental 
importance. There can be no difference of 
opinion as to the increase to our knowledge 
and understanding of the text. It is not 
too much to say that under almost every 
date there is some addition, great or small, 
and that some of these additions give @ 
widely different colour to Pepys’s conduct 
or Pepys’s character. We have all, for 
instance, long been familiar with Pepys’s 
vanity and love of fineclothing. The stock 
illustration has been the entry for Decem- 
ber 22nd, 1661 :— 

‘‘ My wife and I to church, and there in the 
pew, with the rest of the company, was Captain 
Holmes in his gold laced suit, at which I was 
troubled.” 

Poor vain peacock! people have said; he 
couldn’t say his prayers or listen to the 
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sermon because a man was there in a gold- 
laced suit—a suit more brilliant than his 
own. The full text gives a very different 
complexion to the affair. ‘‘I was troubled,” 
it says, 
«because of the old business which he attempted 
upon my wife. So with my mind troubled I 
sat still, but by and by I took occasion from 
the rain now holding up (it raining when we came 
into the church) to put my wife in mind of 
going to the christening (which she was invited 
to) of N. Osborne’s child, which she did, and so 
went out of the pew, and my mind was eased. 
So home after sermon, and there came by 
appointment Dr. T. Pepys, Will. Joyce, and my 
brother Tom, and supped with me, and very 
merry they were, and I seemed to be, but I 
was not pleased at all with their company. So 
they being gone, we went to bed.” 
So, after all that has been said, his trouble 
was not from vanity, but from jealousy—a 
jealousy which seems at this time to have 
m the ruling passion, though it now 
appears as such for the first time, most of 
the illustrations of it having been hitherto 
omitted by the fastidious scruples of the 
editors. Here is one :— 

*‘ November 19th, 1661. At the office all the 
morning, and coming home found Mr. Hunt 
with my wife in the chamber alone, which, God 
forgive me, did trouble my head, but remember- 
ing that it was washing and that there was no 
place else with a fire for him to be in, it being 
also cold weather, I was at ease again. He 
dined with us, and after dinner took coach and 
carried him with us as far as my cozen Scott’s, 
where we set him down and parted.” 

The climax appears on December 19th, 
1661 :— 

‘My wife and I went by coach home, but in 
the way I took occasion to fall out with my 
wife very highly about her ribbands being ill 
matched and of two colours, and to very high 
words, so that like a passionate fool, I did call 
her whore, for which I was afterwards sorry ”; 
where Mr. Bright substituted ‘a ‘bad 
name” for the offensive epithet, providing 
for delicacy at the expense of the meaning. 
What the “old business” between Holmes 
and Mrs. Pepys was has escaped us. Of 
course, it is not indexed in Mr. Bright’s 
edition—it was not there to index ; so if it is 
inthe ‘ Diary’ at all, we must wait for another 
reading, or till, in the fulness of time, we 
have Mr. Wheatley’s index to guide our 
search. But of Pepys’s jealousy of Holmes 
there is another instance :— 

“January 6th, 1661-2. To dinner to Sir W. 
Pen’s,.....where Sir W. Batten and his Lady and 
daughter was, and Colonel Treswell and Major 
Holmes, who I perceive would fain get to be 
free and friends with my wife, but I shall 
prevent it, and she herself hath also a defyance 
against him.” 

This sentence is, indeed, printed by Mr. 
Bright; but without the antecedents it 
loses most of its force. Mr. Bright was, 
however, resolved to observe his guiding 
principle of leaving out something, and 
salved his conscience for the slight sug- 
gestion of impropriety by a wholesale 
omission of the account of the big drink 
which followed. It is not particularly 
pretty, but as a picture of a festive meeting 
m 1662 was worth preserving. Another 
scene of a similar kind, or, indeed, more 
gross, follows the account of the corona- 
tion, April 23rd, 1661. Mr. Bright did not 
curtail it much, but he leaves the distinct 
mpression that, amid a good deal of 
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drunkenness, Pepys remained fairly sober— 
at the end of the drink, ‘“‘I went to my 
Lord’s pretty well”; but the text now adds— 
with some filthy details in corroboration of 
the fact—“ if ever I was foxed, it was now.” 
Among the many points of interest in the 
‘Diary’ are the relations of Pepys to the 
‘‘two Sir Williams,” Batten and Penn, his 
colleagues at the Navy Board. Both Batten 
and Penn were officers of experience and 
good repute, and at first Pepys and they 
were on friendly, even intimate, terms. 
They were constantly together in familiar 
intercourse, dining or supping with each 
other, and playing off practical jokes. One 
of these—the stealing a silver tankard and 
making him pay thirty shillings to get it back 
—made Penn exceedingly angry, but does 
not appear to have caused any permanent ill 
feeling. The coolness seems to have begun 
with the women, and may have passed from 
them to the men. It is, perhaps, more pro- 
bable that both Batten and Penn, being 
Pepys’s official superiors, and having a 
wider experience, objected to some of 
Pepys’s little schemes for his personal 
advantage, more especially if they hap- 
pened to run counter to their own. It is 
never fairly stated, but an entry on June 
12th, 1662, is perhaps an indication :— 
‘* At the office all the morning, where we had 
a full Board...... Among many other businesses, 
I did get a vote signed by all, concerning my 
issuing of warrants, which they did not smell the 
use I intend to make of it ; but it is to plead for 
my clerks to have their right of giving out all 
warrants, at which I am not a little pleased.” 
It appears just possible that Batten and 
Penn did smell the use, and prevented 
Pepys making all the advantage out of it 
which he wished. At any rate, the date is 
in close proximity to the change of Pepys’s 
feelings towards them, and on June 27th, 
only fifteen days later, he wrote of Penn :— 
‘““My heart cannot love or have a good 
opinion of him since his last playing the knave 
with me, but he took no notice of our difference 
at all, nor I to him, and so parted.” 


And two days later, June 29th :— 

‘¢T shall never be deceived again by him, but 
do hate him and his treacherous tricks with all 
my heart.” 

These indications have been already pub- 
lished. The following, under date July 25th, 
1662, which is still clearer, is new :— 

‘This morning Sir W. Batten came into the 
office and desired to speak with me ; he began 
by telling me that he observed a strangeness 
between him and me of late, and would know 
the reason of it, telling me he heard that I was 
offended with merchants coming to his house 
and making contracts there. I did tell him that 
as a friend I had spoke of it to Sir W. Pen and 
desired him to take a time to tell him of it, and 
not as a backbiter, with which he was satisfied, 
but I find that Sir W. Pen has played the knave 
with me, and not told it from me as a friend, 
but in a bad sense. He also told me that he 
heard that exceptions were taken at his carry- 
ing his wife down to Portsmouth, saying that 
the king should not pay for it, but I denied that 
I had spoke of it, nor did I. At last he desired 
the difference between our wives might not 
make a difference between us, which I was ex- 
ceedingly glad to hear.” 

And again, on August 6th :— 

‘*Sir W. Batten, poor man, is I perceive 
much troubled, and did yesterday morning 
walk in the garden with me, did tell me he did 
see there was a design of bringing another man 





in his room, and took notice of my sorting my- 
self with others, and that we did business by 
ourselves without him. Part of which is true, 
but I denied, and truly, any design of doing 
him any such wrong as that. He told me he 
did not say it particularly of me, but he was 
confident there was somebody intended to be 
brought in, nay that the trayne was laid before 
Sir W. Pen went [to Ireland], which I was glad 
to hear him say. Upon the whole, I see he 
perceives himself tottering, and that he is sus- 
pected, and would be kind to me, but Ido my 
business in the office and neglect him.” 

The future volumes will probably throw 
some fresh light on this obscure quarrel, 
Pepys’s part in which—as recorded in the 
early editions of the ‘Diary’—drove Mr. 
Granville Penn into a state of stuttering 
fury. But whether they do or not, they 
are certain to be interesting, and we shall 
look eagerly for their publication. 





Cartouches (Janvier, 1871): 
Villersexel, Heéricourt, Pontarlier. Par 
Henri Genevois. (Paris, Le Soudier.) 

Tue title of this book is suggestive of a 
work of fiction. This it is not, yet it 
undoubtedly is, in a sense, a romance of 
history. Very melancholy is the story, 
for it relates, in feverishly sympathetic 
language, the failure of the last effort to 
save France, and shows how that failure was 
almost entirely due to one man, the com- 
mander of the Army of the East, the gallant 
but incapable Bourbaki. It would be 
profitless to attempt to follow the strategy 
of this campaign, for it cannot be under- 
stood without the assistance of a large- 
scale map. We shall, therefore, content 
ourselves with pointing out a few of Bour- 
baki’s shortcomings, and examining the 
share in the disaster to be attributed to other 
persons and the circumstances of the case. 

There are different opinions as to the 
wisdom of the general design of the cam- 
paign. For our own pait, we are not dis- 
posed to hastily condemn Gambetta’s con- 
ception, for the moral effect of Bourbaki’s 
success would have been enormous. The 
author justly remarks :— 

‘‘The Campaign of the East ended in disaster 
owing to causes absolutely foreign to the plan 
itself, and above all on account of modifications 
introduced into the original programme.” 

The scheme was briefly as follows. The 

18th and 20th Corps were to be separated 

from the 15th Corps, which was to be left to 
cover Bourges and Nevers. The first two 
corps were to be transported rapidly from 

Bourges to the east, and, with the aid of 

Cremer’s division and Garibaldi’s force in 

the neighbourhood of Dijon, to seize that 

town. In the mean time Bressolles with 
the 24th Corps was to hasten by railway 
from Lyons to Besangon, where he would 
draw to himself the fifteen to twenty 
thousand men of the garrison. Thus, 
with about 110,000 men, the Army of 
the East would be able to raise the siege of 

Belfort and cut the German communications. 

It was estimated that the enemy would be 

unable to oppose them with more than 

thirty-five to forty thousand men. 

Gambetta, on the 19th of December, 
explained the scheme to Bourbaki, who 
had previously been despondent, but ac- 
cepted the plan, and the transport of the 
18th and 20th Corps commenced. Soon, 
however, Gambetta found that, good 
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as the idea might be, its execution had 
been confided to a man who, though of 
brilliant courage, was unequal to the task. 
He was known not to be a scientific soldier, 
£0 the able and accomplished General Borel 
was attached to him as chief of the staff. 
Unfortunately, following the example of 
Bazaine, Bourbaki to a great extent ignored 
his chief of the staff, and, according to our 
author, allowed himself to be influenced by 
his first aide-de-camp, Col. Leperche, who, 
it is alleged, took into his own hands the 
authority that properly belonged to General 
Borel. M. Genevois denies that M. de Serres, 
who accompanied Bourbaki as delegate of 
the Ministry of War, was guilty of mis- 
chievous intermeddling. This gentleman 
was distinctly and repeatedly urged not to 
trespass on Bourbaki’s authority, and 
appears to have followed his instructions. 
He, at all- events, won and retained 
the goodwill of Bourbaki, who, when the 
delegate quitted the army at Besancon, 
warmly thanked him for his services. 

Gambetta had no sooner quitted Bourbaki 
than the stimulating influence of the great 
orator began to fade, and the general was 
againseized with despondency. On the 23rd 
of December he began to telegraph to the 
Minister of War for the addition to his army 
of the 15th Corps. Freycinet was indignant, 
and telegraphed to Gambetta that if Bour- 
baki was unwilling at the last moment to 
carry out a scheme of which he had at first 
approved, he had better resign. ‘For my 
part I shall be enchanted, for I have always 
thought and said that Bourbaki is not the 
man that we require.’ Towards the end 
of the month, however, the Tours Govern- 
ment decided to accede to Bourbaki’s 
request, and to reinforce him with the 15th 
Corps. 

The mismanagement of the railway 
company caused a loss at starting of two 
days, and Bourbaki’s request that the 
destination should be changed from Besancon 
to Clerval—a little station utterly unpro- 
vided with the means of disembarkation— 
increased the delay. Hence, embarking on 
the 4th of January, the 15th Army Corps 
was not completely disembarked till the 16th. 
Still, without the 15th Corps Bourbaki was 
by the 3rd in a position to commence the 
campaign, and he must have known that 
every moment was of importance. On the 
2nd his army was quartered as follows: 
24th Corps at Besancon, 18th Corps at 
Pesmes, 20th Corps at Voray, Cremer’s 
division between Dijon and Gray, and 
Garibaldi at Dijon, which town had been 
evacuated by Von Werder on the 27th of 
December. Pesmes was thirty-five miles 
north-west, and Voray eleven miles north, 
of Besangon. On the 3rd of January Bour- 
baki received a pressing telegram from 
Gambetta. Obstinately resolved, however, 
to await the arrival of all his reinforcements, 
Bourbaki on the 4th transferred his head- 
quarters to Voray, a short day’s march 
from Besancon, and at the same time set 
his army in motion. On the 5th the French 
advanced guards had some sharp skirmishes. 
On the 6th Von Werder took up a strong posi- 
tion, with hisright resting on Vesoul, expect- 
ing an attack ; but Bourbaki did not stir. On 
the 7th he resolved to march to the relief 
of Belfort v4 Montbéliard and Héricourt, 
and on the evening of the 8th he was 





between Montbozon and Rougemont, each 
of which was about thirty-two miles from 
Besancon. On the 9th the Germans took 
the offensive and fell upon the left and left 
centre of the French, at and to the west of 
Villersexel. The result was a distinct 
success for Bourbaki, whose troops displayed 
good fighting qualities. 

Gambetta sent a warm telegram of con- 
gratulation, and, indeed, no mean success 
had been attained, but Bourbaki turned it 
to little account. Only three of his ten 
divisions had been seriously engaged, and 
five had not even appeared on the field of 
battle, yet he would not move. He was 
waiting for the 15th Army Corps—which, if 
it had been left at Bourges, would have at 
all events hindered Manteuffel’s subsequent 
march to the south-east—and for Cremer’s 
division. To this division a false direction 
had been given by the Commander-in-Chief. 
As Freycinet telegraphed to him on the 
7th of January, Cremer’s mission was not 
to swell the already enormous army under 
Bourbaki, but to march on Langres, in 
order to cut off the enemy’s columns about 
to fall back from Vesoul on Chaumont. 
There can be little doubt that, if the original 
idea had been carried out, Yon Werder 
would have been obliged to leave a large 
portion of the Baden division to keep Cremer 
in check. 

Villersexel was a strategical point of the 
highest value, for it is thence that roads 
lead to Montbéliard, Héricourt, and Belfort; 
consequently its possession is the next thing 
to the possession of the line of the Lisaine. 
To seize this line at all costs and as rapidly 
as possible was the obvious duty of Bour- 
baki. What he did, however, was to remain 
halted on the 10th, 11th, and 12th. On the 
13th and 14th Bourbaki advanced leisurely, 
though on the 10th the bulk of the 15th 
Corps could in one march have gained the 
Lisaine. While Bourbaki was hesitating and 
dawdling, Von Werder was acting with the 
greatest energy, and the line of the Lisaine, 
having been taken up, was rapidly fortified. 
This position was feebly attacked on the 15th 
without any marked result. On the 16th there 
was a mere desultory exchange of shots on 
three-fourths of the line. On the extreme 
French left, where the line of defence was weak, 
Penhoat’s and Cremer’s divisions gained a 
success which opened the road to Belfort for 
the whole army. Driving in the enemy, 
the assailants, having shouldered Degenfeld 
into Frahier, had cut him off from Belfort, 
while at the same time they occupied Echa- 
vanne, a village about seven miles from 
Belfort, and within cannon shot of the camp 
of the besiegers. This success had been 
accomplished at 3 p.m., and from that hour 
till 6 pv.m. the road was absolutely unde- 
fended. The victors, being unsupported, 
then resumed their positions of the morning. 
To the generals who urged him to draw 
troops from hisright and centre to profit by the 
success on the left, Bourbaki opposed fears 
for his line of communications! As if with 
all the troops he had standing idle, and the 
numerical inferiority of the Germans, there 
was any danger of being cut off from his 
base! On the next day the French army, 
when on the point of victory, began its 
retreat, vanquished not by the enemy, not 
by the weather, but by the incapacity of 
its own general. But Bourbaki did not 





even know how to retreat. 


Instead of 
moving rapidly southwards or to the south. 
west, he remained hanging about Besancon, 


the result being that eventually the army 
was driven over into Switzerland, near 
Pontarlier. The melancholy story of the 
events which culminated in that catastrophe 
is told with much precision, clearness, and 
at the same time fire by M. Genevois. The 
events cannot, however, be intelligently fol- 
lowed without the maps he supplies. 








The Literary Works of James Smetham. Edited 
by William Davies. (Macmillan & Co.) 


In reviewing the fascinating and delightful 
‘Letters’ of James Smetham we had some- 
thing to say about the curious, attractive, 
incomplete personality of the almost un- 
known painter and writer who seemed to 
have made a fine art of letter-writing, a 
finer art than any he could attain to in 
painting, in poetry, or in the regular forms 
of prose. The editor of the ‘ Letters’ has 
now put together a companion volume, 
under the somewhat too ambitious title of 
‘Literary Works.’ It contains three essays, 
reprinted from the London Quarterly Review, 
on Sir Joshua Reynolds, on Blake, and on 
Alexander Smith, and a brief paper, taken 
from the Art Journal, on Gerhard Dow; 
together with a small body of poems, filling 
about forty pages. To the reader of the 
‘Letters’ these ‘Literary Works’ can 
hardly fail to be somewhat of a disappoint- 
ment, though, after all, a disappointment 
more or less anticipated. Smetham’s writing 
hasalways a certain interest ofitsown, reveal- 
ing as it does a keen insight into the spirit of 
art, a sympathetic warmth in the handling 
of congenial topics, and an acute catholicity 
in regard even to those that are uncon- 
genial. The essay on Blake, at the time it 
was written (1869), was a highly remark- 
able tribute to the work of a man who 
was still practically pictor ignotus. It 
remains among the most sympathetic 
and discriminating accounts of the man 
and the work that have ever been 
written. But this essay, or the main part 
of it, is printed in the second volume of 
Gilchrist’s ‘Life of Blake,’ where it has 
long been accessible to the reader. And 
though in parts it is touched with fiery 
eloquence, it is not exactly as a piece of 
literature that we are most inclined to regard 
it, but rather as an interpretation, done for 
the interpretation’s sake, and for no other 
reason. The essay on Sir Joshua Reynolds 
is an admirable piece of work, explanatory, 
explicit, full of interest and instruction, 
the subject thoroughly well handled; and 
yet, somehow, it has not the air of a per- 
manent contribution to literature. The 
essay on Alexander Smith is admittedly but 
a partial study of a somewhat interesting 
slkien; it has illuminating touches here 
and there, but it is only a good review 
article at the best. The little fragment on 
Gerhard Dow is charming, with some of 
the random felicity of the ‘ Letters’; but 
it is only a fragment. And the poems can- 
not be said to have more than the sugges- 
tion of fineness, though they certainly have 
that. Altogether, taken as the achieved 
result of so capable a man as Smetham, the 
volume, with all its merits, is somewhat 





amateurish and ineffectual. 
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As for the merits, however, they are to 
‘be seen on almost every page, notably in 
the Blake essay—which we shall leave aside 
jn our present consideration, as being already 
well known—but also frequently enough 
elsewhere. Here is a typical passage from 
the Reynolds, a passage which could scarcely 
have been written by any one but a painter, 
and a painter who had deeply pondered 
over his own art :— 

‘Reynolds ‘ always looked on his picture as 
a whole,’—and how wonderful are the occult 
relations of line, colour, and effect which go to 
make up a whole picture ! There seem to be in 
them hidden powers that baffle all analysis. It 
js not mere mass or extent that gives sublimity. 





Perhaps there is no picture more solemn in 

eneral effect than the ‘Peter Martyr’ of 
Titian ; none which, among other elements, 
gives so impressive a suggestion of forest gran- 
deur ; yet it is not accomplished by represent- 
ing great masses of forest scenery. Let the 
spectator compare the size of the trees with the 
size of the figures, and he will find that all the 
materials of the scene, with the exception of 
the sky and the piece of distant mountain, might 
be contained inside a room. The nearest tree 
is not thicker than the thigh of the assassin, 
and not more than fourteen feet high. Both 
trees might any day be passed in a hedgerow, 
with a sense of their insignificance, and the 
foreground is not more than ten feet wide. It 
is the bend, the sway, the subservience, the 
collocation, the mystery of relation to the 
human and divine interest of the scene, that 
makes them what they are. Man, as seen by 
the painter’s eye, is seen in certain compressed 
conditions. The men we see apart from the 
framings and contrivances, and limitations of 
art, are puzzlingly little. Across a street we 
can just recognize a face and figure. Seen 
against the great backgrounds of nature, man is 
nothing. The generalissimo, ruling among thun- 
derclouds and making the mountains bow on 
the canvas of Reynolds, is a speck out of doors. 
The greatest battle seen from the hill-brow is 
but the waving of ‘thin red lines’ in a smoky 
field. Take the man as he could be made to 
fit against the cloud or the rock, and his im- 
portance dwindles—he has no ‘relief.’ There 
was smoke and roar at Gibraltar ; the roar only 
terrific within a league. No one saw General 
Eliott’s head as we see it in the picture in the 
National Gallery, standing out, with its trian- 
gular obstinate eyebrows, against the twisting 
clouds and the down-pointing gun. Man has 
to dignify himself, and to the great painter who 
can do it for him as Reynolds could, he will 
willingly accord ceremonies of bravery even in 
the infamy of his nature. This vast desire of 
man Reynolds was able to gratify.” 


In another part of the same essay there 
is an amusing description of precisely the 
opposite kind of portrait-painting, the 
impartial, inanimate school of Hudson :— 


‘‘Hudson’s pictures were dull, heavy, and 
formal. The interest of his work was distri- 
buted with great impartiality over the cocked 
hat, the rufiles, the broad-sleeved coat, the 
waistcoat, and the face. While standing before 
pictures of that school the face cannot well be 
overlooked, but when away from them the face 
cannot easily be recalled to memory. We 
endeavour to remember it, but the broad- 
sleeved coat, the waistcoat, the ruffles, and the 
cocked hat, that wearisome black triangle 
usually being carried under the arm, are too 
much for us. We have to meditate on ‘the 
fitness of things’ before we are very sure that 
there was a face. And yet, strange to say, the 
face was not so badly painted.” 


In the essay on Gerhard Dow the reader 
comes upon touches like this, showing at once 


‘What poetic perception he had was softly 
veiled from himself. He knew and cared 
not for the name of poet. To him poetry 
resolved itself into a simple instinctive bliss 
of being.” Could anything be more neatly 
put, or more truly? We might quote many 
of such happy audacities of interpretation 
and expression; but, on the other hand, it 
would be easy to quote plenty of trivialities 
and provincialisms, which do much to give 
Smetham’s writing that air of not being 
quite literature. He was incapable of 
finish — perhaps indifferent, perhaps in- 
capacitated, as to form. At every moment 
he is carried away by his feelings, falls into 
a fine frenzy or a sweet rapture, and at 
every moment breaks the measure, disturbs 
the mind. It is true this vividness and 
spontaneous energy effectually prevent him 
from ever boring one; but that is, after all, 
only the prelude to a literary merit. With- 
out a masterly ease, which presupposes a 
restrained vigour, there can be no good 
prose, and in this quality Smetham’s 
writing is always deficient. 

With regard to his verse, it is impossible 
to say so much in its favour as has been 
said in favour of his prose. It has a certain 
amount of poetic substance, but no single 
poem stands out as actually successful as 
a poem. The Biblical paraphrases are much 
the most vigorous of the pieces given here, 
and from one of these, on chap. xxxviii. of 
Job, we may quote some really fine lines :— 

Go, curb yon banded unicorn, 

Soothe those wild asses of the hills ; 
Go, see the ostrich laugh to scorn 
The javelin’d horseman and his skill ; 
Go, hold the thundering charger’s rein, 
And bid him stand when captain’s shout, 
And shuddering clarions round about 

With echoes fill the reeling plain ! 

Bid the strong eagle fan the storm, 

And hawks cleave southward with the wind; 

Entrap the vast behemoth’s form, 

Or with the snares his sinews bind ; 

Pierce thou the strong leviathan 

With spears, his fiery snortings face, 

Or, fierce, his gleaming terrors chase, 
And prove the perfect strength of man ! 
Oh, wilt thou with thy Lord contend, 

Poor fluttering moth which yesterday 
Could scarce the filmy barriers rend 

Of that dark chamber where it lay ? 
Nay, rather hide thee in the dust 

Beneath the eternal might of God, 

Who wields the sceptre, shakes the rod, 

And own that all His ways are just. 

The editor refers to the ‘power of 
thought, pictorial treatment, and compressed 
utterance’ of Smetham’s poems, and these 
are qualities which are to be found in 
some of them. But such qualities do not 
make poetry, except with the aid of certain 
other qualities, which even the enthusiasm of 
an editor does not profess to discover in these 
fragments in verse. Such of them as were 
published in the ‘ Letters’ were quite in 
their place, and are not the better for 
transplanting. Their main interest is that 
of being so many more illustrations of a 
curious, attractive, incomplete personality.

shown us how rich a vein of material still 
awaits the historical scholar among the 
muniments of foreign religious houses 
whose branches extended into Great Britain. 

It is to be feared, however, that this sub- 
stantial volume may be insufficiently appre- 
ciated from the want of any table of contents 
to serve as a guide to its various divisions. 
This want might have been supplied by a 
more elaborate index; but, as it is, the 
drawback is unfortunate. The first portion 
of the work is supplementary to the author’s 
‘ Visitation of English Cluniac Foundations,’ 
supplying as it does visitation reports on 
Cluniac houses in Germany, Poland, Swit- 
zerland, &c. The author’s chief object in 
reemes them is that “they regard re- 

igious foundations indigenous to that very 
country which afterwards became the chief 
centre and focus of the Reformation.” Sir 
George has, therefore, connected them with 
the councils of Bile and Constance, and with 
the reforming movement generally, and kept 
this relation in view throughout. We can 
only regret that his own remarks on the 
evidence he has so liberally collected are 
scattered up and down throughout the 
volume, and have to be hunted out. Had 
he presented in a general introduction, after 
the accepted fashion, the results of his re- 
searches, they would be far easier to grasp, 
and would attract more attention. 

The special value of the book lies in its 
second portion, the reports of the chapters- 
general, which have now been discovered 
in the original minute books preserved at 
the Palais Bourbon, where their existence 
seems to have been unsuspected. But here, 
again, we would venture to complain of 
want of arrangement. First comes the 
section ‘‘ Chapters-General of the Order of 
Cluni, from 1259 to 1768,” and then follows 
‘¢ Chapters-General of the Order of Cluni 
in the Library of the Chamber of Deputies, 
from 1254 to 1768.” It is somewhat difficult 
to unravel the relation of these sources. We 
find, for instance, that the resolutions on 
the English and ‘‘German”’ visitations of 
1291 are printed twice over (pp. 207-210, 
242-244) from different sources, with no 
hint that we can find to that effect; so, 
too, with those of 1293 (pp. 211-213, 
246-249). Are the reports in the Biblio- 
théque Nationale the originals, of which 
the Palais Bourbon MSS. are merely tran- 
scripts? And, if so, how many of the former 
exist? We cannot discover this; and Sir 
George must forgive us for saying that his 
arrangement will not only cause his readers 
trouble, but may possibly prevent them from 
doing him justice. 

By those, however, who will work through 
the book its contents will be appreciated as 
a real addition to our knowledge of monastic 
history. The discussion on the character of 
monasteries and their inmates is still so 
keen, in spite of the reaction in their favour, 
that the indisputable evidence here collected 
will by some be eagerly scanned. Sir 
George makes no secret of his own views :— 


‘Who, after reading these several Report

close, reading more like extracts from the New- 
gate Calendar, what other result could ensue 
but the Reformation ?” 

Writing with absolutely no bias against 
the Reformation or in favour of the monks, 
we are constrained to deem this sweeping 
condemnation somewhat exaggerated. The 
visitors, as well as the chapters-general, were 
evidently unsparing in their efforts to detect 
and repress abuses, so that their records, 
especially as they were private, may be held 
to show us the worst. That there were black 
sheep among the monks is abundantly mani- 
fest from these pages, but what we want to 
know is the proportion they bore to the order 
asa whole. Even men of such exemplary 
conduct as the clergy of the Church of Eng- 
land have offenders among them; and a 
“Newgate Calendar’ would scarcely be a 
sample of the character of our people as a 
whole. The author, we think, could have 
made out a stronger case for the Reforma- 
tion if he had rather dwelt on that decay 
of zeal and general decline which seems to 
have been the fate of every religious order, 
especially when it was exposed to the ‘“ de- 
eeitfulness of riches.” 

In these records, as in others like them, 
one meets the ever-recurring tale of dwindling 
communities, maimed observances, and a 
crushing load of debt. The capacity of 
monastic bodies for accumulating debt would 
seem to have been limitless. One can only 
suppose that corporations and their heads 
were more careless than individual land- 
owners as to the position of their successors. 
We cannot but think that when all is known 
about monasticism in Europe the verdict 
will be that decay, rather than evil-doing, 
brought about its fall. 

But we must not part from Sir George 
Duckett without commending the arduous 
labour he has bestowed upon this book, and 
the enterprise he has shown in publishing, 
on his own initiative, a work which, how- 
ever valuable to students of history, can 
only, from its nature, appeal to a limited 
section of the public. It is to be wished 
that his example might be followed, and 
that others who have means and leisure 
would employ them to such good purpose. 








NEW NOVELS. 


The Rebel Queen. By Walter Besant. 3 vols. 
(Chatto & Windus.) 


Tue Jew is undoubtedly having his day in 
literature, and more particularly in fiction ; 
for at no previous time were so many 
books consecutively produced dealing in 
sympathetic mood with Jewish character, 
customs, and religion. Scores of narratives, 
documents, romances, and dramas have been 
issued by Jew and Gentile, with varying 
guarantees of competence and authority; 
and simultaneously the fervid Hebraistic 
spirit itself has been revealed in a diary, 
a correspondence, an autobiography, or a 
volume of poetry. The distinctive mark of 
all this contemporary literature is its attrac- 
tion and glow; it does not arouse the old 
prejudice, or tempt any man outside Ger- 
many to stir up the old scorn and bigotry 
against a sealed and despised race. In 
England, at any rate, the race is no longer 
despised, and enlightened men and women 
are more careful to separate the usurer, 








the sweater, the bester of his fellow men, 
from the nobler and more spiritual types 


of Jewish character; and about these 
latter types a tolerant and somewhat 
sentimental age is curious to know 
all the facts that any one is in a posi- 
tion to tell it. The reader who desires 
to get at the root of the matter 
naturally feels safest in the hands of 
Hebrews born and bred. An English 
romancer may have any amount of dis- 
crimination and literary expression, and yet 
be unable to teach us what we can learn 
from the outpourings of a high-strung girl 
like Amy Levy, or the observations of a 
candid writer like Mr. Zangwill, whose 
latest contribution to the topic we notice 


below. But it is not surprising that 
novelists so keen and sagacious as 
Mr. Grant Allen and Mr. Walter 


Besant—not to go back earlier than the 
present year—should take the Jew into 
account, or utilize him, as a model for lofty 
and genial characterization, and for dis- 
quisitions on physiology, philosophy, and 
the religion of the future. In Mr. Besant’s 
able story the ‘‘ Rebel Queen” and most of 
the other characters are Jews of a more or 
less estimable sort, and the Queen Mother’s 
repudiated husband is a latter-day prophet 
who always occupies himself with stupen- 
dous thoughts, and who is occasionally im- 
pressive. The reader need not take him to 
be intended to be a man of strictly original 
ideas, even when he contemplates the abo- 
lition of war by one or two applications of 
an irresistible destructive agency, or when 
he insists that ‘‘ there are no dead,”’ because 
—well, because of transmigration and the 
endless consequences of human action. Mr. 
Besant has been at great pains to study the 
Jewish race, he is exceptionally qualified for 
the task, and he believes that ‘‘ a new con- 
sideration of the Law which they have so 
faithfully followed” must soon be forced 
upon the world, and may possibly solve 
some of its pressing difficulties. Meanwhile 
there is no doubt about the interest which 
the author of ‘The Rebel Queen’ has con- 
trived to throw around his plot, or about 
the glamour of his youthful Jewesses. 





The Courage of Sylvia Fulgent. 
Finlay Knight. 3 vols. 
Son.) 


Tue courage of Sylvia is displayed on various 
critical occasions, but her cowardice is still 
more frequently exemplified. At times, 
indeed, it appears well-nigh unpardonable. 
Her brother is a miserable weakling, who 
purchases little pleasures by selling hissister’s 
soul piecemeal. Nothing in his life becomes 
him so much as his departure from it; and 
it may be admitted that, when he is 
gone, Sylvia’s courage reveals itself without 
a drawback. The circumstances of her 
greatest crime, and, in a less degree, of her 
greatest act of heroism, are somewhat acrid 
to the taste, and Mr. Knight leaves her too 
coolly with a fatal flaw on her name, and 
on that of her husband and children. She 
has sacrificed all for honesty, and one does 
not quite see how the honesty is secured. 
Poetical justice is fairly satisfied; but the 
newspapers of the day would infallibly have 
worried the rags of Sylvia’s story until they 
had shaken out the last vestige of scandal.

‘Tue Huytine Grru’ tells its story on the 
title-page, and leaves no illusions for the 
experienced novel-reader. Miss Darlington 
is the niece of a military card-sharper, ang 
hunts rich young men as keenly asfoxes. Her 
sordid and unattractive life is told, no doubt, 
with much correct appreciation, and as a pic. 
ture of manners it possesses a certain kind of 
cleverness. The passive improvement in the 
behaviour of uncle and niece alike, when 
the latter marries one of the former's 
pigeons, and both settle down to live com- 
fortably on the young man’s money, is per- 
haps a natural touch, but it does not add 
much charm to the narrative. Some scenes, 
however, are diverting enough, and Rose 
Darlington shows herself a most plucky 
girl, whether she is facing her uncle’s 
creditors or earning the reputation of a 
horsewoman with the man at whom she has 
set her cap. 





The Winning of May. By the Author of 
‘Dr. Edith Romney.’ 3 vols. (Hurst 
& Blackett.) 

Tue latest effort of the author of ‘ Dr. Edith 

Romney’ is one of those novels which are 

the despair of the reviewer in that they lend 

themselves to negative criticism only. The 
heroine, who is also a novelist, has un- 
doubtedly an abnormally developed sense 
of duty, but her mouse-like unobtrusive- 
ness, her genius for self-effacement, and 

her absence of charm inspire at best a 

feeling of respectful admiration. May 

Leslie, in short, is one of those girls who 

in real life would always be alluded to as 

‘poor May,” and it is not of this stuff that 

heroines are made. But though May Leslie 

may irritate the reader by her chronic 
inability to assert herself at the right 
moment, she is at all points preferable to 
the hero—a famous art critic and connois- 
seur, whose intellectual gifts have to be 
taken for granted, while his morbid sen- 
sitiveness, his physical deformity, and his 
constant and mysterious seizures, followed 
by recourse to a mysterious silver flask, are 
described with minute and fatiguing detail. 
Beresford is indeed a most afflicted and 
afflicting personage ; he ought obviously to 
have been made away with by his intriguing 
valet and brutal nephew in the second 
volume, instead of surviving to torment the 
guileless heroine and the reader until the 
dénotiment at the end of the third. There 
is a good deal about art and artists in the 
book, but it is all written from the outside. 

The pompous country clergyman, a man 

“used to playing the oracle to ignorant 

inferiors,” is not a bad piece of portraiture, 

and there is a sympathetic sketch of an old 

North-Country farmer. But in the main the 

story is laboured, tedious, and unconvincing.

Ir is a sincere pleasure to meet another of 
Mr. Zangwill’s books about the Jews. He 
again shows—what indeed was evident in 
‘The Children of the Ghetto ’—that in this 
subject he has found his true sphere, and 
that, instead of being merely a purveyor of 
amusing stories and good jokes, he is also 
an artist.

a very high order—the art of revealing she 
peauty inherent in what at first sight is 
merely ugly or commonplace. For Mr. 
Yangwill’s Polish Jews are certainly not 
obviously beautiful; they might almost be 
called repulsive in some aspects; they have 
associations of squalor and unintelligent 
superstition which it is difficult to overcome ; 
and, indeed, Mr. Zangwill does not attempt 
to overcome them. He presents them in all 
their native ugliness, he glosses over nothing, 
he hides nothing, and yet he adds just the 
touch of beauty which raises the common- 
place into a fitting subject for art. He 
knows just where to introduce 

—— the droppings of warm tears 

And the touches of things human 

Till they rise to touch the spheres. 
The most wonderful story of these four is 
that entitled ‘The Sabbath Breaker.’ It is 
about a horrible old Polish woman dying in 
hospital. She has been a nuisance to all 
about her with her querulous exactions; 
but just as she is dying she falls into a 
torpor, when she lives over again ‘the one 
great episode of her life,” the episode which 
makes her human and glorifies her other- 
wise miserable existence. The other really 
excellent story is ‘The Diary of a Meshu- 
mad,’ of which the chief interest lies in the 
tenacity of race-feeling displayed even in a 
Jewish renegade. ‘The first story is the 
weakest, although the weird likeness of the 
dwarf to Satan is an effective dramatic 
touch. 


Seven Stories. By Héléne E, A. Gingold. 
(Remington & Co.) 

Miss Gincotp has made the surprising dis- 
covery that short stories are required as 
much as long ones, so she has been kind 
enough to write, for the benefit ‘‘ of those 
sons and daughters of earth whose every 
hour is precious,” seven short stories, ‘‘ see- 
ing that they are neglected by the rest of 
writers” (sic). But we fear that the hard- 
worked man would feel some rather natural 
annoyance if he devoted any of his precious 
spare moments to the perusal of Miss Gin- 
gold’s stories. They are all written in a 
very amateurish way, and, except two, 
are supremely dull. The best two are ‘ My 
lord Hertford’s Wager’ and ‘The White 
Priest’: the former is a fairly amusing 
sory of a scoundrel’s discomfiture, and 
‘The White Priest’ is a passable ghost 
story, though Miss Gingold lost a great 
opportunity in not revealing the contents of 
the MS. headed ‘‘ Ye Dyeing Confessiones 
of Mary, Ladye Hudspethe, inne ye yeare 
of oure Lorde, a.p. 1053” (sie); they might 
have been rather funny. Miss Gingold 
does not understand the use of pronouns ; 
such barbarisms as this are found: ‘ Better 
tis to be foolish like I, than heartless and 
austere like thee.” In conclusion, Abraham 
really should not be made to talk like this if 
he appears to pious Jews: “Thou didst not 
understand me yesternight, my son, and I 
forgot that the language spoken on high is 
not understood by mortals. See, I am come 
low to rectify my error.”

Mapame JAMES DARMESTETER does not forget 

that, though married to a Frenchman, she 

is an English poet and by that title bound to 
give us from time to time new specimens of 
her acceptable work. ‘Retrospect, and other 

Poems,’ will scarcely increase her reputa- 

tion, but it will not diminish it. It shows 

less than might have been hoped for of the 
spontaneous yet skilled grace so frequent in 
her lyrics that it must be recognized as one of 
her most distinctive qualities; but that grace is 
by no means wholly absent from the volume, 
and her characteristic pensiveness keeps its 
tenderness and charm. ‘To the Serena, a little 
plant ‘‘ quite unnoticeable, and yet of a perfume 
so attractive that those who have plucked the 
flower by accident are said henceforth to roam 
the woods incessantly in quest of another 
blossom,” she sings :— 
Be mine, who ever, as thou knowst, 
The least apparent loved the most : 
Low music at the first faint-breathing onset, 
The summer when it closes, 
The silvery moonrise better than the sunset, 
And Thee than autumn roses ! 

and this description of her instinctive mood is 
felicitously suggestive of the sad-sweet influ- 
ences of most—perhaps all—of her best verse. 
Sometimes she is deliberately strenuous or 
intellectualizing in her matter, just as she is 
sometimes deliberately rugged or severe or 
jaunty in her manner, but, however considerable 
the artistic ability with which she gives her 
poems whatever character she adopts for them, 
it is only in the daintier, more graceful, sad- 
sweet lyrics that we seem to feel her vital 
poetic idiosyncrasy ; and it is in them, with 
their simplicity of subtle touches, that her 
depth of thought and feeling is apparent— 
far more than where it is overtly displayed. 
The volume ‘ Retrospect’ has in it a prepon- 
derance of what we must distinguish as of the 
non-spontaneous type; consequently it does 
more to incite to re-reading various earlier pro- 
ductions of Madame James Darmesteter’s than 
to fix attention on itself. Still it contains much 
to interest, much that invites praise. Among 
the sonnets this stands in favourable pro- 
minence :—

Robinson had accustomed her readers to con- 
sider one of her gifts natural and enhanced by 
cultivation, sadly lessened from what it might 
have been. Perhaps some little damage is 
done it for many ears by use of the crabbed 
though legitimate word ‘ blooth,” but that is 
at worst a slight superficial blemish ; it is other- 
wise with the banal colloquialism which disturbs 
what, but for it, would be the beautiful conclu- 
sion. Sowvenix has never become an English 
word, and on that ground is out of place ; but 
the misfortune is that it is one of those too 
familiar French words which, hackneyed and 
vulgarized in the company-manners vocabulary 
of half-educated English persons, are, when 
employed in conjunction with English, accepted 
in only one recognized meaning—a meaning in 
some cases mistakenly perverted from the proper 
French usage, in some cases trivial or downright 
inane, but at any rate current and inevitable. To 
souveniras Anglicized belong associations of mugs 
emblazoned with ‘‘ Souvenir of Seasidingville,” 
and of the tributes of regard or politeness bygone 
generations were wont to call keepsakes. In 
some of the other poems there are traces of an 
indifference to accuracy and to poetic fitness 
which one hopes that Madame Darmesteter will 
not let grow upon her. 

Miss Blind’s attractive volume, ‘Songs and 
Sonnets,’ is too much a reproduction of a recent 
issue to require comment. The songs and the 
sonnets have been welcomed, and have achieved 
a public reputation. There are, however, 
some additions to them—nine in all—which, 
though they may, perhaps, have appeared in 
periodicals, have not had a place in an earlier 
volume. These, while well worthy to stand 
among the others, possessing as they do much 
of the harmony and distinction which belong 
more or less to all Miss Blind’s lyrical work, 
cannot be said to be rivals to the very best of 
them. 

A collection of sonnets, grouped by their title, 
‘*Via Amoris,” is the most important portion, 
and the best, of Mr. Hosken’s ‘ Verses by the 
Way.’ We are told by ‘‘Q,” who contributes 
‘*A Critical and Biographical Introduction,” 
that this ‘‘sonnet sequence” ‘‘is in its main 
lines autobiographical”; but there scarcely are 
what can be called main lines, and the collec- 
tion is scarcely a sequence otherwise than by 
being on consecutive pages : there may be in the 
author’s mind a sequence throughout thanks to 
his reminiscences of a connexion in the circum- 
stances under which he wrote the respective 
sonnets, but there are not the relation of sonnet 
to sonnet and the growth of one thought-theme 
from another which make the framework of a 
sequence—even the love-sonnets, though from 
being told of the autobiographical element 
readers will know that they belong to each 
other, are not in themselves necessarily the 
development of one continuous affection, but 
might be addressed to various beloveds, imagi- 
nary or otherwise. Nor is there personal in- 
dividuality to give ‘‘ Via Amoris” hold as a 
record from a life, whether it were of experi- 
ences lived in fact or of experiences lived in the 
impersonations of a poet’s mental histrionism. 
Thus, while any appetite of inquisitive curiosity 





the reader may possess finds little to stimulate 
it in this collection, what he may possess of the 
| recipient imagination which, making in a good 
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Sense our neighbours’ affairs ours, is impression- 
able by whatever incidents are set before it as 
having touched to the quick the heart of whatever 
fellow man or woman, finds still less offered to it. 
The interest of these poems is not autobiogra- 
phical: it lies in their thoughtfulness, their 
poetic picturesqueness, and the justice and 
dignity of their language. In construction they 
are, with the exception of the first three and 
the last, on the Shakspearean pattern, in so far 
that they are rhymed in three quatrains and a 
couplet. But Mr. Hosken has omitted to copy 
that important characteristic of the form, the 
perfection of each quatrain within itself, each 
with its own completed meaning as a portion of 
the meaning of the whole sonnet, so that the 
purpose of the sonnet rises on the three separate 
yet firmly linked quatrains to the culminating 
or epitomizing couplet. Inattentive to this 
requirement, he runs his quatrains into each 
other, and, in all but putting the regulation 
rhyming, treats his sonnet as though it were 
Shakspearean to be sure, but a twelve lines of 
Shakspearean blank verse ended by a rhymed 
pair. In Sonnets I., IL, III., he has adopted 
no definite form at all, Shakspearean or other, 
even for placing his rhymes, but has inter- 
spersed them miscellaneously, so that there are 
no sonnet divisions at all and the poem is merely 
an iambic stanza with no particular reason for 
being in fourteen lines rather than in a dozen 
orascore. Sonnet writers should not be called 
on to refrain from ever trying other formule 
than the Petrarcan and the Shakspearean, but 
what we may ask of them is that they shall bear 
in mind that the value of the sonnet as a method 
of versification is not derived from the mere 
fixed number of its lines, but from that number 
being divisible into sub-sections in a manner 
giving a symmetrical melody and a symmetrical 
development of the theme. Shakspeare’s 
form, though less exquisitely skilful than 
the Petrarcan, attains such symmetry; and 
it is to be hoped that Mr. Hosken may ex- 
tend in this direction his study of his great 
master and add to his future sonnets this neces- 
sary beauty. There is so much appearance of 
its being in the sonnet that his poetic talent 
can the most advantageously express itself that 
to wish him to take this pains is to wish him 
success in his literary career. There are critics 
who would advise him also to check his imita- 
tiveness as to tone and manner: but that 
desirable independence will come of itself. Mr. 
Hosken is able to think out what he sets down 
in verse, and, as he cannot, not being Shak- 
speare, think Shakspeare’s thoughts, he will be 
led on by his own thoughts into his own 
style. Meanwhile his adoption of his master’s 
is that of a student, if a too imitative student, 
not that of a mere reproducing copyist. The 
** Lyrics” section of Mr. Hosken’s volume is of 
inferior quality to ‘‘ Via Amoris,” most of the 
lyrics selected being (as is excusable in what 
are, it seems, of the author’s earliest production) 
of a beginner-like flimsiness in thought and in 
execution. One to which attention is specially 
called in ‘‘Q’s” introduction, ‘Robin Hood,’ 
which is of immediately recent date, is of far 
stronger workmanship than the others. A blank- 
verse poem in two series, ‘ Broken Sentences 
from a Blotting-Pad,’ has, like the sonnets, a 
reflective tone of considerable firmness and 
expressiveness. 

The contents of Mrs. Piatt’s new volume, 
‘An Enchanted Castle, and other Poems,’ also 
entitled ‘Pictures, Portraits, and People in 
Ireland,’ are reprints from her former volumes. 
This is rather a disappointment to those who 
take up the volume believing it to be one con- 
taining new gifts to the public from an always 
welcome writer. 

‘Under the Hawthorn, and other Verse,’ by 
Augusta de Gruchy, has merit. It is not poetry 
of a high order, but in its kind it is expres- 
sive and well imagined, and the metrical flow 
is easy and correct. There is no predominating 








poem in the volume ; all are short lyrical pieces. 
Almost all convey, but without direct narration, 
some story —oftenest a plaintive one ; and Miss 
(or Mrs.) de Gruchy has a distinct gift for thus 
conveying a story. With one or two touches 
she suggests the whole, and makes her reader’s 
imagination her collaborator. 

Mr. Atkinson’s aim is religious, ‘‘to write 
what may do men good,” and in that sense his 
book may be called a success. If his art is not 
of a high order, nor his sentiments profound, 
he is fluent, and his tone is elevated. <A cordial 
tribute to John Bright, — 


Born leader of the people, yet who gave 
No place to multitudes to serve the hour, 

Who never bowed before the rising wave 
Nor rode upon its lofty crest to power,— 


is one of his happiest efforts. 





GUIDE-BOOKS. 

Conway and Coolidge’s Climbers’ Gwides.—The 
Mountains of Cogne. By G. Yeldand W. A. B. 
Coolidge.-—The Adida Alpsof the Lepontine Range. 
By W. A. B. Coolidge. (Fisher Unwin.)—Two 
more of the admirable pocket-books put forth 
under the title of ‘‘Climbers’ Guides” by 
Messrs. Coolidge and Conway have appeared 
this summer. Owing to the ample references 
furnished, these volumes are equally valuable 
as subject catalogues, and into each Mr. 
Coolidge shreds a few valuable scraps from 
his store of antiquarian knowledge for the 
student of Alpine history. Our only criti- 
cism—and it is made after testing an earlier 
volume on the spot—is that in some cases the 
topographical instructions might with advantage 
be more detailed and definite. They hardly fill 
the place, as they should, of a local guide to 
an experienced climber. The space given to 
recording who first made the various expedi- 
tions might, perhaps, be curtailed in subsequent 
editions. The authors themselves seem disposed 
to suggest that the permanent interest of this 
detail has been at times exaggerated in Alpine 
circles. The following entry is surely a satiric 
touch: ‘‘ Weissensteinhorn, 9,676 ft. Father 
Placidus a Spescha visited this point, which is 
not seldom reached by cows.” Let no one think, 
however, that the initials of the reference 
appended, ‘‘S.A.C.,” refer to a Society of 
Active Cows! The Cogne district of the 
Graian Alps, which includes the highest moun- 
tain wholly in Italy, the Gran Paradiso, has 
been fully worked out by Italian and English 
climbers. The results of their explorations are 
for the first time collected and condensed in the 
text of the first of the two ‘‘Guides” under 
notice, and the map that accompanies it. 
Much less known is the district treated 
of in the second booklet — the ranges 
enclosed between the sources of the Rhine, 
including the fine glacier group of the Rhein- 
wald and the Pass of the toothed the 
picturesque Savien Thal, and the quaint Teniger 
Bad, which until quite recently retained the 
primitive simplicity of a medizeval Bath. Wan- 
derers who desire change of life and company 
as well as of scene should be grateful to a 
writer who calls their attention to a region 
known to some of the pioneers of Alpine travel, 
but too much neglected by the present genera- 
tion of English holiday-makers. ‘‘ Many parts,” 
writes Mr. Coolidge, ‘‘can only be described in 
outline, as they still await their Columbus, so 
that lovers of unexplored ranges should most 
certainly buy, and attentively study this modest 
volume.” This ingenuous suggestion of the 
author will be most cordially endorsed by all 
who know something of the district he has 
described. 

The All-England Series. — Mountaineering. 
By Claude Wilson, M.D. (Bell & Sons.)—The 
surest sign of a literary success is its speedy 
imitation. The producers of the ‘‘ Badminton ” 
series, and Mr. Clinton Dent in particular, will 
doubtless feel duly flattered by Dr. Wilson’s 
volume. Cheapness and convenience for the 





pocket are its chief distinctions from its pre. 
decessor, together with the omission of much 
that connects climbing with travel and science, 
The writer has had his mind directed to Alps 
and mainly to Swiss Alps. There are frequent 
indications scattered up and down his pages 
that he hardly contemplates his clients — oy 
patients—extending their wanderings even to 
Tyrol or the French Alps. But what is true in the 
Central Alps in the main holds good elsewhere, 
and the directions and advice given by Dr. 
Wilson to would-be mountaineers are thorough 
and sound. Every youth who contemplates 
going above the snowlevel will be the safer for 
having this volume in his pocket and making 
himself master of its contents, or at any rate 
of the first lesson, that danger lurks where 
difficulty ends. Old climbers, too, may find 
sundry useful suggestions and addresses. Those 
who once explored new snows and still, perhaps, 
wander among the mountains on the strength 
of a wallet of bread and cheese and chocolate 
may read with some surprise of the beefsteaks, 
“potted meats, and English - made jams” 
essential to the feats of their juniors! We 
find at least one general statement that requires 
modification. ‘‘ Ice,” writes Dr. Wilson, ‘‘ forms 
the substratum of all the great permanent snow- 
fields or upper glacier basins.” Névé is not ice 
in any accepted sense of the word. We demur 
to any classification of guides which ignores the 
fact that a brilliant rock-leader may be third 
rate on ice, and vice versé. And some may hold 
that the best way to learn mountaineering in 
the full sense of the word is one not suggested 
here, namely, to take good guides out of their 
own district, and among peaks and passes 
new to them, where they have to find their 
way by the light of their general knowledge 
and experience, to exercise that acquired moun- 
tain-craft which is sometimes miscalled instinct. 
The historical note is too short to be of much 
value, and seems out of place. The glossary is 
at once redundant and defective. The follow- 
ing entries are surprising: ‘‘ Zhurm (German), 
Tour (French), a gendarme.” Does Dr. Wilson 
assume that the inventors of Alpine slang are 
completely ignorant of any other language, 
or that all his readers are acquainted with a 
particularly foolish example of Alpine slang? 
Moreover, tour in Alpine nomenclature is 
frequently applied to independent peaks. 
Chalet should not be circumflexed. It would be 
unprofitable here, and might give an unfair im- 
pression, to carry criticisms in detail further. 
In all essentials the book is a good and useful 
one, and will no doubt fulfil its purpose. Dr. 
Wilson’s close agreement in doctrine with Mr. 
Dent is a happy proof that the main rules of 
mountaineering are fixed, and that foolhardiness 
wins no credit among the authorities of the 
Alpine Club. Having regard to the most recent 
‘‘accident, it may be noted that both authorities 
lay down that a party benighted on a steep 
mountain side should always attach themselves 
with the rope before going to sleep. 

The Health Resorts of Ewrope, by Dr. Thomas 
Linn (Hirschfeld Brothers), is more pretentious 
than successful. There is not much in it of 
greater novelty and value than is to be found 
in the works of the late Dr. Macpherson and 
Dr. Burney Yeo and in the guide by Mr. Brad- 
shaw. Dr. Janson, who writes an introduction, 
gives the good yet commonplace advice to con- 
sult a physician before proceeding to a health 
resort. It is unfortunate that physicians in this 
country have not made bebuselaae a study, and 
they are too apt to send their patients to a bath 
simply because it is fashionable. The information 
in Dr. Linn’s book is not always accurate. He 
says that the water called Hunyadi Janos is not 
drunk on the spot. Yet there is a bathing and 
drinking establishment adjoining that spring 
where the water is of precisely the same cha- 
racter. He says that Giesshiibler water contains 
a good deal of iron; he should have added that 
the iron is at once deposited when the water 
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js bottled. He says that at Levico there are 
120 marble baths, and adds, ‘‘The baths are 
diluted,” meaning that the dilution concerns not 
the marble, but the mineral water. As an 
American Dr. Linn may write of Arco, ‘‘It 
claims to be a winter resort,” without being 
conscious of blundering; his knowledge of 
French may be comprehensive, but he will 
rove a blind guide to those who follow his 
T eeotion to pronounce Eaux Bonnes as ‘‘ O- 
Bun.” At pp. 55 and 311 he refers to Dr. Abeles, 
a well-known physician at Carlsbad, and on 
both occasions he styles him ‘‘ Ables.” One 
of the best hotels at Gastein is called after the 
roprietor Straubinger ; it figures in this book 
as ‘‘Strauberger.” Dr. Pickering is named 
among the English physicians at Monte Carlo ; 
he has been dead for two years.

Most of the 
editions of Fielding that are easily procurable 
are, like Murphy’s, clumsy octavos, or too 
small in type to be readable; these pretty 
little volumes are just the things to hold in the 
hand beside the fire in the winter evenings 
that are fast approaching, and could an evening 
be more pleasantly spent than over ‘Tom 
Jones’? Mr. Saintsbury’s introduction is sen- 
sible, and the illustrations are excellent.—To 
the new issue of Mr. Black’s novels, Messrs. 
Low & Co. have added Sabina Zembra. Mr. 
Blackmore’s Cradock Nowell, and Mr. Hardy’s 
mirthful story The Hand of Ethelberta, reach 
us in convenient editions from the same firm.— 
Also welcome is a cheap reprint of the second 
series of Hawthorne’s Twice-told Tales in the 
“Clarendon Classics,” an excellent series 
brought out by Messrs. F, Warne & Co.

WORDSWORTH’S ‘GRACE DARLING.’ 


WHEN I prepared the bibliographical note for 
the Aldine edition of Wordsworth, I had not 





seen a copy of the privately printed issue of 
Wordsworth’s ‘Grace Darling.’ Through the 
kindness of Wordsworth’s friend, the Rev. R. 
Perceval Graves, a copy is now before me. It 
consists of four pages, small 8vo., headed 
‘Grace Darling’; the imprint at the end is 
‘Carlisle: Printed at the Office of Charles 
Thurnham.” Wordsworth’s name does not 
appear, but in Dr. Graves’s copy the poet has 
written ‘‘Wm. Wordsworth” at the end. The 
words ‘‘[Not published ]” follow the last line 
of the poem. The text is almost identical with 
that of 1845-1850. The only variations worth 
recording are the following : lines 55, 56 in the 
private issue :— 

As if the wrath and trouble of the sea 

Were by the Almighty’s sufferance prolonged. 
In 1845 :— 


As if the tumult by the Almighty’s will 
Were, in the conscious sea, roused and prolonged. 


Lines 83-85 of the final text,— 
Send forth a song of triumph. Waves and Winds, 
Exult in this deliverance wrought through faith 





In Him whose Providence your rage hath served t 
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are represented in the private issue by a single 
line :— 
Pipe a glad song of triumph, ye fierce Winds ! 

In certain alterations made in ‘The Excursion’ 
of the same date, 1845, the religious aspect of 
things is, as here, touched on, or dwelt on. 
A copy of the private issue, Prof. Knight says, 
is preserved in the Dyce Library at South Ken- 
sington ; but the texts have not been collated 
until now.

PROF. H. SAUPPE. 


Tue veteran scholar Prof. H. Sauppe, one 
of the most distinguished pupils of Godfrey 
Hermann, passed away at Gottingen on the 
16th inst., at the age of eighty-four. When 
he had taken his degree, he became a master at 
the Gymnasium of Zurich, and there made the 
acquaintance of Dr. Baiter, in conjunction with 
whom he produced an edition of the orator 
Lycurgus. He first became generally known by 
his ‘ Epistula Critica ad Godf. Hermannum,’ 
which dealt with some of the chief Greek prose 
writers, Herodotus, Thucydides, Plato, Xeno- 
phon, and the Attic Orators. Besides this his 
most notable service to philology was the critical 
revision of the text of the Oratores Attici, which 
he published along with Baiter. He also wrote 
a valuable monograph on ‘The Demes of 
Attica,’ and translated Leake’s work on the 
topography of Athens. Along with Maurice 
Haupt he was general supervisor of the school 
editions of the classics which the firm of Weid- 
mann of Berlin issued, but beyond an edition 
of the ‘ Protagoras ’ he contributed nothing of his 
own to theseries. In 1856 he succeeded Schnei- 
dewin at Gottingen. For the last thirty years of 
his life Prof. Sauppe contented himself, so far 
as the ancient classics were concerned, with 
occasionally publishing a few observations on 
the text of the Orators; on the other hand, 
he edited ‘Eugippii Vita S. Severini’ for the 
‘Monumenta Germaniz Historica,’ and he was 
besides the author of ‘Skizzen aus der Ge- 
schichte der Krimm,’ and of a monograph on 
Schiller’s ‘ Don Carlos.’ 








‘SUSAN.’ 


THE Athenewm of September 9th has at length 
come to my hands, and I see in it a review of a 
poem of mine called ‘Susan.’ It is, I venture 
to think, unfortunate that the reviewer, who 
finds my heroine an impossible creature, has 
not supplied his readers with the means of 
judging, from the poem itself, whether she be 
so or no. For, howsoever impossible in theory, 
Susan has been found possible in fact. Her 
character was drawn from life, and almost every 
incident in her story is true, either literally or 
with some unimportant difference. 

The reviewer says that Susan should have 
done her duty in that state of life to which it 
might please God to call her. Well, that is 
precisely what she did. By birth and training 
she was called to the position of a servant; 





and she resolved to do her duty in that state of 
life, and in no other, even to the husband 
whom she loved, and to his friends. I do not 
create or defend the phenomenon; I merely 
attempt to describe it.

racter is wholly drawn from life has nothing in 
it to controvert the opinion we expressed that 
Susan is impossible. Even of portraits of the 
material body, on material canvas, skilfully 
copied from an abetting sitter, many miss the 
secrets of the likeness ; but when the drawing 
from life means the close clear reading of one 
human mind by another, and then the art to 
render all that has been read in words that shall 
communicate to the public the comprehension 
of the living reality—when it means, that is, 
the interpretation of one individual by another 
—the very attempt bespeaks failure. 








Literary Giosstp. 

Marx Twarn will contribute a serial 
story to the forthcoming volume of the 
Century. It is cast on similar lines to his 
‘Huckleberry Finn,’ a work which first 
appeared in the same magazine. Mark 
Twain is said to have essayed tragedy in 
this new venture, though the work is mainly 
written from a humorous point of view. 
The same writer will contribute a continua- 
tion of the ‘Adventures of Tom Sawyer,’ 
giving his continental experiences, to the 
new volume of St. Nicholas. In the coming 
year the Century will publish some post- 
humous writings of Lowell and Emerson. 
These include some articles by the former 
on ‘ Wit, Humour, and Satire,’ and a poem 
by Emerson on his friend Lowell, written on 
the occasion of the younger author’s fortieth 
birthday. 

Miss MaruitpeE Burp is engaged in 
writing her impressions of Egypt, where 
she spent last winter. Her ‘Tarantella’ 
has been translated into French by Madame 
Gaston-Paris, and, after appearing as 4 
feuilleton in Le Moniteur, is to be published 
in book form by Messrs. Hachette. This 
novel has been out of print for some time, 
but Mr. Fisher Unwin, the original pub- 
lisher, is about to include it in his cheap 
novel series. 


A new novel by Mr. George Moore will 
shortly begin in the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Messrs. Hutcuinson & Co. have in the 

ress Miss Annie Swan’s new story ‘A 
Bitter Debt,’ dealing with life and character 
in the Midlands. It will be ready in about 
a fortnight. Later in the year they will 
issue a booklet by the same author, under 
the title of ‘Courtship and Marriage,’ which 
will contain a new portrait of her as 4 
frontispiece. 
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Tux collection of letters by Samuel 
faylor Coleridge, which Mr. E. H. Cole- 
ridge has edited, is to be issued by Mr. 
Heinemann. Some of them have already 
been published in works which are now out 
of print, but by far the larger proportion 
have not appeared before. Among them 
are letters addressed to Mrs. Coleridge, 
Southey, Wordsworth, the Rev. George 
Coleridge, John Thelwall, Thomas Poole, 
John Murray, and Charles Lamb. The 
dates range from 1785 to 1833. 

TE series of essays on literary subjects 
contributed by Mr. W. P. James during 
the last year or two to Macmillan’s Magazine 
are about to be made into a book. The 
yolume will include the papers entitled 
‘Romantic Professions,’ ‘ Names in Novels,’ 
and ‘Romance and Youth.’ 


WE are sorry to hear of the death on the 
18th inst., in his eighty-third year, of Mr. 
William Rendle, F.R.C.S. Mr. Rendle, 
after practising for many years in South- 
wark, retired from professional work, and 
devoted himself to the study of the history 
and antiquities of the borough. His work 
on ‘Old Southwark and its People,’ pub- 
lished in 1878, was the result of his leisure, 
and attracted notice not merely for the light 
it threw on the history of Southwark, but 
also for the information it contained about 
John Harvard. The Americans were in- 
terested, and proceeded to investigate John 
Harvard’s pedigree, and their efforts have 
been crowned with success. Ten years later, 
in conjunction with Mr. Philip Norman, 
Mr. Rendle published a work on ‘ The Inns 
of Old Southwark.’ 

Messrs. F. Warne & Co. will shortly 
issue a popular history of England and the 
British Empire, by the Rev. E. Sanderson. 
It will fill one volume of 1,136 pages, and 
be brought down to 1890. It will also 
include sixteen maps, printed in colours. 

Messrs. Warp, Lock & Bowpen are 
going to commence publishing a new edition 
of the novels of Henry Kingsley, beginning 
with ‘Geoffry Hamlyn.’ There will be a 
— introduction by Mr. Clement 
K. Shorter, in the preparation of which he 
has received considerable assistance from 
Mrs. Henry Kingsley. The opening volume 
will contain a photogravure likeness of 
the novelist; and several hitherto unpub- 
lished portraits will be scattered throughout 
the series. 

Mr. J. Horsrart Turner, who has already 
contributed to the literature of Yorkshire, 
has in hand an illustrated volume, which 
promises to be of local interest, entitled 
‘The Ecclesiastical and Social History of 
Brighouse, Rastrick, Hipperholme, and 
Lightcliffe.’ 

Mr. Crouston has pretty well finished 
his monograph on ‘ Hieroglyphic Bibles,’ a 
neglected branch of bibliography to which 
he called attention in these columns some 
months ago. The first English version of 
the kind was published in London some- 
where about the year 1780, and went through 
no fewer than twenty editions down to 1812. 
It was not of English invention, since similar 
books had been known many years pre- 
viously in Germany, Holland, and Denmark, 
the parent version having been published 
at Augsburg in 1687, under the title of 
‘Geistliche Herzens - Einbildungen,’ &c. 
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Mr. Clouston has been so fortunate as to 
obtain access to a unique and hitherto un- 
described vellum manuscript in Latin, of the 
latter half of the fifteenth century, pre- 
served in an English library, which is near 
akin in general design to our ‘ Hiero- 
glyphic” Bibles, and may be termed a 
“‘ Biblia in Rebus.” It evidently belonged 
at one time to the library of Henry, Prince 
of Wales. The work will contain many 
facsimiles, and a hieroglyphic Bible on an 
entirely novel plan will be added. Messrs. 
David Bryce & Son, of Glasgow, are to be 
the publishers. 

Mr. Quaritcn’s annual trade sale is fixed 
for the 13th of next month. He is now in 
the seventy-fifth year of his age, and has 
been in the London bookselling business 
upwards of fifty-one years, and announces 
his intention to clear out the bulk of his 
remainder stock and contract his business. 


Tue late Mr. Alderman Abel Heywood, 
the Manchester publisher, whose death we 
recently seemed, has, says the Manchester 
City News, left personal estate valued at 
24,6827. 

Mr. A. Brrrett will contribute a preface 
to the English translation of M. Octave 
Uzanne’s ‘ Physiologie des Quais de Paris.’ 


Tue editor of the Library asks us to say 
that a pamphlet on ‘ Indicators versus Card- 
Changing,’ by Mr. Cotgreave, which is 
announced on the title-page as a reprint 
from the Library, has not appeared in that 
journal. 

Mr. Wiiu1amM Hernemann will publish in 
October an English translation of a new 
work by Count Lyof Tolstoy entitled ‘The 
Kingdom of God.’ He will also issue a 
small Russian edition, so that he may secure 
copyright. 

In order to give English readers some 
idea of the modern imaginative literature 
of Bohemia, Prof. Mourek has decided to 
undertake the translation of ‘ Heavens!’ 
a novel by Alois Vojtech Smilovsky. A 
few pages of biography of the author will 
be added. The translation will be ready 
for publication before the end of the year, 
it is hoped, or at any rate early in the new 
year, and it will form vol. iii. of the 
“Modern Library” of Messrs. Bliss, Sands 
& Foster. 

M. Zoua’s presence at the conference of 
the Institute of Journalists formed, naturally, 
the main feature of the meeting, and con- 
sequently such meritorious papers as that 
of Mr. Thomas on illustrated journalism 
hardly met with the attention they deserved. 
As to M. Zola’s own contribution, French 
journals have not failed to point out that, 
so far from being the outcome of the fever of 
individualism, the system of signed articles 
was forced upon French journalists against 
their will in 1850 by the reactionary party 
in the Assembly. It was, in fact, intended 
as a blow at the influence of the press. Now 
no doubt the practice of signing articles has 
become so much the habit in France (for 
such things are much more matters of habit 
than anything else) that there is little like- 
lihood of a general reversion to the system 
of anonymity. 

Ir is hard to see any reason for M. 
Zola’s proposal that articles on political 
topics should not be signed, and reviews 





of books and picture galleries should, for 
he quite failed to draw any tenable dis- 
tinction between them, and certainly the 
French system of reviewing is not one to 
be copied with enthusiasm. In France 
an author rarely sends his book to the 
newspaper in which he desires to see it 
criticized, but presents it to some friend 
who he knows contributes reviews. The 
evil consequences of this system are toler- 
ably obvious, and criticism is only kept from 
falling into mere puffery of individuals by 
the fact that in France there is a larger 
public than there is here which takes an 
interest in literature and art, and is capable 
of forming an opinion for itself. But in 
matters in which the French public takes 
but little interest—matters of erudition— 
the standard of reviewing is apt to sink. 
For instance, a few years back Lucien 
Perey’s ‘Histoire d’une grande Dame au 
XVIII Siécle’ was eulogized by the whole 
of the French press. We venture to think 
that any similar falsification of history 
would have been exposed by some anony- 
mous reviewer in England, even if it passed 
muster with the majority. 

Pror. Manarry’s second volume on the 
Petrie Papyri will be distributed to the 
learned societies and published as soon as 
the officials of the Irish Academy reassemble 
in October. 

Monpay last was the centenary of the 
birth of Felicia Hemans. She died in 1835, 
but there are still living a few who re- 
member her. The last of her five sons died 
some months ago. 

Tue first German ‘‘ Madchen-Gymnasium,” 
promoted by the Society for the Improve- 
ment of Female Education, was opened on 
the 16th inst. at Carlsruhe. 


A new sort of cookery book is promised us 
by Messrs. Griffith, Farran & Co.—‘ Fast Day 
Cookery ; or, Meals without Meat,’ by Grace 
Johnson. It is intended for the use of such 
as desire to observe Church fasts, whether 
High Churchmen or Roman Catholics. The 
same publishers announce ‘Church Folk- 
lore,’ by the Rev. J. E. Vaux, and ‘Random 
Recollections of some Noted Bishops, 
Divines, and Worthies of the Old Church of 
Manchester,’ by the Rev. J. Huntington.

ORNITHOLOGICAL LITERATURE. 

London Birds, and other Sketches, by T. Digby 
Pigott, C.B. (Porter), consists of seven articles 
which have appeared in the Contemporary Review 
and elsewhere, and are now reprinted, with the 
addition of some quaint head-cuts and vignettes. 
These chapters are pleasant reading, but in- 
asmuch as the remarks on London birds are 
brought down to 1892, several species might 
have been added with advantage, and one of 
the occurrences which Mr. Pigott has omitted 
is remarkable. During the winters of 1884-5 
and 1885-6 Lord Lilford—who has long been 
President of the British Ornithologists’ Union— 
rented 45, Brook Street, without exciting any 
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special attention among the birds he loves so 
well; but by May 16th of 1887 the news 
seems to have got about, for a puffin—of all 
birds in the world—flew in at one of the 
bedroom windows and was taken alive. This 
is, we believe, the only example ever known in 
London proper, unless the bird recorded by 
Graves in 1812 ‘‘ on the Thames, near Chelsea,” 
comes within the limits. ‘The Shetlands in 
the Birds’-Nesting Season’ is, perhaps, the best 
of these articles ; but after mentioning the Arctic 
skua or robber-gull by its local name of ‘‘ scoutie 
ailen,” the author should not afterwards have 
employed ‘‘scoutie” as a substantive, for that 
word is an adjective meaning dirty, or—in 
this case—dirt-eating. ‘In Dutch Water- 
Meadows’ also deserves praise for the descrip- 
tions of bird-life in the Texel district, which, 
happily, lies out of the track of the ordinary 
tourist. 


In Ornithology in Relation to Agriculture and 
Horticulture, by various writers, edited by 
John Watson (Allen & Co.), we have a collec- 
tion of essays: some of them by practical ob- 
servers, like Messrs. O. V. Aplin, T. H. Nelson, 
C. Whitehead, J. H. Gurney, and Harrison 
Weir, with others by the Revs. F. O. Morris 
and Theodore Wood. The last two defend the 
house-sparrow from the accusations brought 
against him, not only in this country, but in 
America, Australia, and New Zealand, where 
sentimental ignorance has introduced the species ; 
the other contributors have decided that its mis- 
deeds heavily outweigh any benefits the bird is 
supposed to confer. Granted that the sparrow 
feeds its young on caterpillars: it drives away 
other species which do the same, while it is 
the worst enemy of insectivorous birds like the 
martin. But all this has been said before; in 
fact, the sparrow question has a literature of its 
own. The best of the other articles are those 
on the rook and small birds, but the whole 
book is very laboured; while as for the editing, 
the blunders begin in the list of contributors. 


Our Country’s Birds, and How to Know Them, 
by W. J. Gordon (Day & Son), is a cheap com- 
pilation, with coloured plates. But coarse as 
these are, we would rather turn to them for the 
identification of a species than to the key and 
descriptive letterpress ; for, like most of its 
class, the key can only be used efficiently by 
persons who are so far advanced as not to require 
it, and the beginner would soon give it up in 
despair. Thereare only 152 pages in all, includ- 
ing some terrifying lists of scientific names ; but 
some fine ‘‘ confused feeding” will be found in 
the descriptions of the species, and several of the 
sentences are highly amusing, owing to their 
absolute inconsequence. The author’s inten- 
tions are good, but even compression may be 
carried too far. 


Birds in a Village. By W. H. Hudson, 
C.M.Z.S. (Chapman & Hall.)—In the paper 
which gives its title to this book the experiences 
of life on the Thames during the spring and 
summer months are described by a naturalist 
who received his early training in Argentina, 
and who consequently sees with somewhat 
different eyes from ours. He is not only an 
excellent observer, but also—as those who have 
read his previous works will remember—an 
admirable word-painter, albeit somewhat in- 
clined to rhapsody; indeed, there might be 
some, even among his admirers, who would say 
that the seven pages of lucubrations about a boy 
who was gradually metamorphosed into a wry- 
neck for all eternity were utter twaddle. He is 
also too much inclined to rave, upon slight pro- 
vocation, about the supposed extermination of 
some of our indigenous species—for instance, 
the kingfisher ; but, on the other hand, he is 
no respecter of persons. We wonder how the 
Selborne Society will like this :— 

“But what shall we say of that writer whose 
masterly works in English rural life are familiar to 
every one, who is regarded as first among ‘lovers of 
nature,’ when he relates that he invariably carried a 





gun when out of doors, mainly with the object of 
shooting any kingfisher he might chance to see, as 
the dead bird always formed an acceptable 9 ov pare] 
to the cottager’s wife, who would get it stuffed and 
keep it as an ornament on her parlour mantelshelf?”’ 
Mr. Hudson’s conversations with local charac- 
ters are full of colour, especially those with the 
birdcatcher who hated pigeons and pigeon- 
shooters :— 

“Gentlemen used to shoot starlings at matches ; 

and if you had the making of a bird to shoot at, you 
couldn’t get a better than the starling—such a neat 
bird. He had caught hundreds—thousands perhaps 
—and he had sold them well. But now nothing but 
pigeons would they have.” 
There is something to think of in that remark : 
the starling has certainly increased enormously 
of late years, and this may well be due in 
part to the removal of one of the checks on its 
prolificness, owing to a change in fashion. All 
this part is very good reading. The rest of the 
volume—rather more than half—consists chiefly 
of articles which have appeared in various 
magazines, and having served their purpose, 
there is no need to say more about them. It 
seems to be the fashion to make up books in 
this way the moment an author acquires a 
reputation, and we are heartily weary of it. 








GEOLOGICAL LITERATURE, 


An Introduction to the Study of Geology. By 
Edward Aveling, D.Sc. (Sonnenschein & Co.) 
— Probably all that can be said against ‘‘ cram” 
books has long ago been said. Nevertheless, 
the number of such books shows no sign of 
decrease. It is true that the evil wrought by 
them has not unfrequently been mitigated in 
recent years by the skill and accuracy with 
which they have been compiled. Though 
belonging to a kad race, many of them have 
been good of their kind. Their very qualities 
have had the unfortunate effect of deaden- 
ing our virtuous abhorrence of the system 
to which they owe their being. Good work- 
manship in a bad cause has bred a weak tolera- 
tion of the cause itself. Dr. Aveling, in writing 
the work before us, has done good service in 
rudely awakening us from the ignoble state of 
indifference into which we had sunk. Like the 
awful examples which temperance advocates are 
said to exhibit at their meetings, Dr. Aveling’s 
‘Introduction to the Study of Geology’ provides 
us with so perfect a specimen of the worst type 
of ‘‘cram” book that when once its features of 
negative excellence are realized by the ‘‘ candi- 
dates for examinations” for whom it is written, it 
must act as a salutary deterrent, and it may be 
hoped that they will abjure cram and all its 
arts for ever. The examinations particularly 
aimed at by the author are those of the ‘‘ London 
B.Sc. and the Science and Art Department.” 
We venture to prophesy that the examiners 
connected with South Kensington and the 
University of London, who are geologists of 
eminence, will be surprised at the answers 
which examinees, relying upon Dr. Aveling’s 
statements, will give to their questions. Such 
examinees will, for instance, feel justified in 
stating on the authority of this text-book that 
synclinal and anticlinal strata are ‘arranged 
in continuous straight lines”; that a fold 
means an inversion ; that strike and outcrop are 
synonymous; that an overlap ‘‘concerns the 
parts of one and the same stratum,” and is, in 
fact, a reversed fault ; that foliation is connected 
with deposition ; that wind-erosion has nothing 
to do with weathering; that if the points of 
three equal axes at right angles to one another 
be joined ‘‘say by threads, the edges of the 
regular cube are formed”’; that soapstones owe 
their ‘‘feel and name to the presence of steatite ”; 
that the volcanic rocks are not crystalline, and 
are recent compared with the Plutonic rocks ; 
that granite is amorphous and at the same time 
crystalline ; that clinkstone can easily be broken 
up into slaty fragments, and that the only 


known ‘‘specimen” in the British Isles is the | 
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Wolf Rock ; that the sands of the Christian;| 
district are an example of metamorphic rocks « 
that ‘‘as to the origin of the metamorphic rocks’ 
they are all sedimentary in the first instance”: 
that quartzite ‘‘consists of quartz in not yer, 
large crystals” ; that tin ore is specially aggo. 
ciated with clay-slate ; that the Torridon gang. 
stone is Cambrian; that the Harlech and 
Longmynd and Menevian divisions of the 
Cambrian formation of the Silurian system 
consist of two beds ; that no volcanic rocks ay 
known in the British Isles ; that in the Devonian 
rocks Productus is growing in numbers, byt 
that Orthis is dying out; that during the ol 
red sandstone period ‘‘from the mountains 
icebergs, we may be sure, came down” ; that 
the coalfields of Northern France were isolated 
areas of deposit, and quite unconnected with 
‘“‘the Bristol Syncline”; that ‘‘ occasionally 
the strata of this [the carboniferous] system ar 
horizontal or even arranged in anticlines”; 
that the ‘‘ Millstone Grit group presents no 
subdivisions ” ; that there are no rocks of car. 
boniferous age in Africa or in South America; 
that Pupa is a lamellibranch ; that ** always 
associated with coal is the underclay ” ; that 
‘*the Cidaris to-day is a kind of sea-urchin,” 
but that in triassic times it was only ‘“‘a form 
not very distinct from the sea-urchin” ; that 
the unconformity between the trias and Per. 
mian ‘‘is more widely spread...... than in any 
other geological relation” ; that the belemnite 
was an external shell; that grey-wethers are 
the same thing as roches moutonnées ; and that 
‘‘in France there is no representative of the 
boulder clay, but” that ‘‘it is found nea 
Dunkirk.” The above selection, though by n 
means exhaustive, will serve to show the nature 
of Dr. Aveling’s new work. The book is illus. 
trated by sections taken bodily from a German 
text-book, still retaining the foreign lettering, 
and by very unequal and inadequate figures of 
fossils, most of which, if not all, are also bor- 
rowed. One feature only remains to be noticed. 
The etymology of all terms is given at great 
length, and the student is held to be sufticiently 
informed regarding Astreeospongia when he is 
told that ‘‘ Astreea was goddess of justice, and 
is the sign. of the zodiac known as the Virgin.” 


Geology: an Elementary Handbook. By A.J. 
Jukes-Browne, F.G.S. (Whittaker & Co.)— 
Favourably knownalreadyas the author of several 
geological text-books, Mr. Jukes-Browne has 
thought it worth while to write yet another. The 
present volume, contributed to ‘‘ Whittaker’ 
Library of Popular Science,” is of a very éle- 
mentary character ; but the reader may acce 
it as an excellent guide to the rudiments of the 
science. Trained in the field as an officer of 
the Geological Survey, and gifted with great 
facility of expression, Mr. Jukes-Browne under- 
stands well what he writes about, and writes 
well about what he understands. 


A Catalogue of British Jurassic ryt mee 
By W. H. Hudleston, F.R.S., and Edward 
Wilson, F.G.S. (Dulau & Co.)—On the death 
of Prof. Morris, seven years ago, it was sug- 
gested that his memory should be perpetuated 
by the publication of a new edition of his ‘Cata- 
logue of British Fossils.’ Although a committee 
was appointed to effect this object, the difi- 
culties were found to be so great that the pro 
ject was practically abandoned. Our knowledge 
of British fossils has, in fact, been so largely 
augmented since 1854, when Morris brought out 
his second edition, that the preparation of 4 
new issue brought up to date is a task from 
which even a committee may well shrink ; hence, 
as Mr. Hudleston suggests, the work, if done 
at all, will probably be done piecemeal. An 
excellent beginning has been made by Mr. 
Hudleston himself, who, in conjunction with 
Mr. Wilson, of Bristol, has brought out 
catalogue of our Jurassic gasteropods, which, 
however, may eventually be fused with other 
similar ,works into a grand general catt 
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Jogue of British fossils. 'The work of Messrs. 
Hudleston and Wilson comprises all the genera 
and species hitherto described, with refer- 
ences to their geological distribution and to the 
localities in which they have been found. There 
is an interesting preface ; but the book is essen- 
tially one to use, not to read, and it is only the 
real scientific worker who is likely to appraise 
such a work at its proper value. 








ASTRONOMICAL NOTES. 


Tue annular eclipse of the sun which takes 

lace on the 9th of next month almost confines 
its attentions to the Pacific Ocean, nor does the 
central line cross land anywhere excepting on 
the coast of Peru, and that near the end of its 
course. Venus continues to increase in bright- 
ness, but in consequence of her southerly 
motion her duration of visibility after sunset is 
not long. She will soon pass from Libra into 
Scorpio; will be in conjunction with the crescent 
moon on the 13th prox., and little more than 
two degrees due north of Antares on the 18th. 
Jupiter, the only other large planet now visible, 
is still in the constellation Taurus, and rises 
about 8 o'clock in the evening. He will be in 
conjunction with the moon (then about two 
days net the full) on the morning of the 27th, 
the planet being at the time nearly five degrees 
to the south of the moon. 

Five additional small planets have been dis- 
covered by M. Charlois at Nice, provisionally 
designated AJ to AN, 1893. The first of these, 
AJ, was discovered on the 15th inst., AK, AL, 
and AM on the 18th, and AN on the 20th. If 
all are really new, the whole number now 
known is 387.

Science Gossip, 


THE recent death of Mr. C. W. Heaton re- 
moves from the metropolis a well-known teacher 
of chemistry, who for more than thirty years 
had been attached to the Medical School of 
Charing Cross Hospital. Prof. Heaton was 
not only an authority on certain branches of 
technical chemistry, but a contributor to various 
scientific journals, and the editor of Stéck- 
hardt’s ‘Chemical Text-Book.’ In 1863 he 
married Miss Keymer, a lady of much literary 
ability, who was well known as a writer on art 
subjects. Mrs. Heaton died ten years ago. 


Tue Oxford colleges are showing a disposi- 
tion to acknowledge the claims of biological 
science to recognition. Lincoln College has 
elected Mr. Walter Garstang, M.A., of the 
Plymouth Laboratory, to the research fellow- 
ship recently offered by that society. Mr. Gar- 
stang is well known for his researches in marine 
zoology, to which subject he has devoted him- 
self since taking his degree some six years ago. 
A fellowship has also been assigned to biology 
at Merton College, and will be filled up after 
an examination to be held in November next.

MR. ALBERT MOORE. 

On Monday last passed away a painter who in 
his youth gave promise of extraordinary excel- 
lence, and who displayed rare love for beauty of 
form, colour, and composition. It has long 
been known within the limited circle of those 
friends whom the painter selected that he was 
suffering from an incurable form of cancer, but 
that the end would come so soon few, if any, an- 
ticipated. Theyoungest son of William Moore, an 
artist of considerable distinction, who spent the 
greater part of his life in York, Albert Moore 
was born in 1841. His eldest brother was Mr. 
J. C. Moore, a landscape and portrait painter 
of singular merit (especially as regards Roman 
views and likenesses of children), and his second 
brother was Mr. Henry Moore, the distinguished 
marine painter, who was lately made an 
Academician. 

Chiefly educated in art by his father, Albert 
Moore made his début in London at the Aca- 
demy in 1857 with a small picture called ‘ Gold- 
finch,’ and a hardly more pretentious work, ‘A 
Woodcock.’ Modest studies from nature fol- 
lowed in the exhibitions of 1858 and 1859, but 
with ‘The Mother of Sisera looked out at a 
Window’ and ‘ Elijah running to Jezreel before 
Ahab’s Chariot,’ which were at Trafalgar Square 
in 1861, the young man of twenty made a 





decided impression on thoughtful critics, and 
showed himself an original artist. His contri- 
butions of 1862 sustained this impression, but 
they did not deepen it. On the other hand, 
‘Elijah’s Sacrifice,’ which was No. 615 in the 
North Room at the Academy Exhibition of 
1863, distinctly raised the young artist’s reputa- 
tion, and encouraged the hopes which the 
Athenwwm expressed with regard to him. It 
was, however, the last of a peculiarly fine 
series of noble and dramatic conceptions for 
which we were indebted to Albert Moore ; and 
to the same exhibition he contributed ‘The 
Marble Seat,’ No. 586, which, beautiful and 
original as it was, indicated, as it turned out, 
the future of the painter. It was the first of 
those choice works —- ‘ Battledore,’ ‘ Shuttle- 
cock’ (1871), ‘ Shells,’ ‘ Beads,’ ‘ The Palm Fan,’ 
‘ Dancing Girl Reposing,’ ‘ Finis,’ ‘ The Reader,’ 
‘ Birds ’—which marked Moore’s possession of 
a rare faculty of dealing with low tones and 
delicate tints of rose, silvery grey, brown, and 
olive ; massive and elegant female forms that 
were modelled after the noblest Phidian types ; 
graceful, if somewhat affected attitudes ; and 
faces whose stillness meant much or little ac- 
cording to the spectator’s power of informing 
them with his own ideals. ‘The Marble Seat’ 
represented a company of musicians in semi- 
Greek attire grouped on a bench, and it ex- 
hibited more vitality than any of the fine 
things which followed it, and, like them, it 
was decorative in the noblest sense, a rare piece, 
worthy of a great master. The designer’s 
feeling for rhythm in the lines of his figures 
and their draperies was choice and pure, and 
it was in harmony with the look of repose that 
pervaded his compositions and the high re- 
finement of his coloration. His pieces of this 
sort were often, and rightly, pointed to as 
embodying most of the beauty, dignity, ele- 
gance, and sweetness the antique-loving student 
would expect to find in Greek pictorial art had 
its best examples survived till our time. Of 
course ‘‘the subject,” as such, was nothing to 
Albert Moore, who, even at his worst, was an 
artist of artists. 

Working in so high a vein as this, it is not 
surprising that for a long time Albert Moore. 
found ample employment as a decorator of 
interiors, as well as in painting in oil and water 
cabinet pictures. Before his youth was entirely 
over it was nevertheless manifest that his powers 
moved in a narrow groove, and were not likely © 
to develope beyond the level he had in so 
short a time attainedto. Year after year went 
by without any change worth noting in his 
works, except as regarded the titles, which in 
themselves indicated nothing but certain purely 
technical elements in the productions to which 
the artist attached them. The pictures became 
more and more mannered, and the latest of a 
long series was the least acceptable, although 
not one was devoid of fine qualities which re- 
minded us at once of what had been, and of 
what might have been developed in its stead. 
As to Moore’s not being elected to the Academy, 
it is a mistake to attribute that fact to the 
characteristics of his art. 





FXCAVATIONS IN MONTENEGRO. 
Podgoritza, Montenegro, Aug. 30, 1893. 

THE excavations at Dukle, the ancient Doclea, 
near this town, for which subscriptions were 
raised in England during the summer, were 
started this morning with the assistance of M. 
Rovinski. The Montenegrin Government has 
granted permission to excavate until the begin- 
ning of October, on the following terms. The 
excavators are to pay all expenses. The find is 
to be equally divided between the Government 
and the excavators. The Government is to fix 
the compensation for any damage that may be 
done to private property on the site. The 
Government reserves the right to make new 
terms if the excavations are prolonged, or 
resumed at a later date. The kind co-operation 
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of the authorities, central and local, has given Mr. E. Burne-Jones’s most brilliant pictures, 
welcome assistance to the excavators in pro- | the admirable ‘Love among the Ruins,’ a work 


curing labourers and lending tools. 

M. Rovinski has already worked for three 
seasons at Dukle, and has unearthed quite a 
little Pompeii. Besides the fine basilica with 
the great inscription on the architrave, he has 
laid bare two small temples, and the ground 
plan of a large quarter of the ancient town. A 
considerable part of his results is still unpub- 
lished, including several new inscriptions. It 
will be the object of the present expedition to 
carry on the work which he has so admirably 
inaugurated, and secure to it a publication 
worthy of its very high interest. 

The site lies about two miles to the north or 
north-east of Podgoritza, at the foot of some low 
bare hills. It is bounded on the south-east by the 
Moraca, a turbid river in a deep rocky bed, on the 
west by the clear green stream of the Zeta, and 
on the north by a torrent now dry. Large 

ortions of the walls are standing, but there is 
ittle to be seen above ground inside more than 
two or three feet high. The site is encumbered 
with dykes and piles of stones cleared from the 
surface to make room for cultivation or hay. 
The building material is mostly the local lime- 
stone in small roughly squared blocks. For 
decorative purposes a hard white stone resem- 
bling travertine was used. There is little 
marble or brickwork, although the roofs were 
of tiles. 

On such a site the excavator has to trust as 
much to luck as to skill, and his results are 
likely to prove valuable rather in the mass than 
in detail. M. Rovinski has shown a just appre- 
ciation of the character of the site, and has 
worked steadily forward from house to house, 
and street to street, aiming at the complete 
recovery of the plan of the city rather than at 
isolated brilliant discoveries. It may be well to 
warn our friends at home not to expect too 
much from the expenditure of a couple of hun- 
dred pounds. 

I returned two days ago from an expedition 
with Mr. Cozens-Hardy to the eastern frontier 
of Montenegro. Mr. Cozens-Hardy’s object 
was geography, not archeology, and we made 
mostly for points of vantage on the mountain 
tops, where antiquities are scarcely to be ex- 
pected. Indeed, our roped ascent of the 
Kuchki Kum was probably the first ever made, 
and has created quite a sensation in the country. 
Yet it is remarkable that we came upon no 
ancient remains between Medun, a hill furtress 
overlooking the Podgoritza plain, and Berana 
in the Lim valley, across the Albanian frontier. 

At Medun there are some notable fortifica- 
tions of polygonal masonry, and we bought a 
couple of ancient coins. At Berana there are 
two Latin sepulchral inscriptions and many fine 
squared marble blocks, &c., built into the 
church of Gjurgjevo Stupovi; and at Budimlje, 
a little to the north-east, there are similar frag- 
ments of building in the cemetery, and among 
them a few iliegible inscriptions. On a rock 
and at the mouth of a cave near the entrance 
to the gorge on the Lim just below Berana, we 
found Bogomile scratchings. We could see no 
trace of a Roman road through the gorge. 

On our return journey we heard vague rumours 
of an old road near Kolasin, which may prove to 
be Roman, if it still exists, or ever existed. We 
could find nobody who had ever actually seen 
it. The only sign of any old-established culture 
we met with was the monastery of the Moraca, 
which dates from about six hundred years ago. 

On the whole, it seems probable that the 
highlands of Montenegro have never enjoyed 
any higher wealth or civilization than is to be 
found in them at the present day.

SFine-Art Cossiy, 
WE regret to hear on the best authority that, 
owing to an extraordinary misadventure, one of 


' 





of 1873, which lately figured conspicuously at 
the New Gallery, has beenirretrievably damaged, 
and may be said to exist only in the photo- 
graphs which have been taken from it. The 
facts are as follows. Having been lent to a 
firm of art publishers in London, the picture 
was entrusted by them about a month ago to an 
operator who, in the most unaccountable manner, 
seems to have forgotten what everybody knew, 
that, like the majority of Mr. Burne-Jones’s 
works, it was painted in water colours. Under 
the impression that it was an oil-colour pic- 
ture, he covered it with a preparation of white 
of egg—a risky proceeding, we need not say, 
even if the work had been in oil, but as the 
case stood it was simply fatal. All the final 
touches of the artist are removed ; the faces, 
hands, &c., are destroyed; and all Mr. Burne- 
Jones can do will, we are told, not restore the 
work to its original condition. It represented 
two nearly life-size figures of lovers seated 
among briers and neglected flowers in an 
ancient garden of a palace whose shattered 
walls and columns were conspicuous in the 
design. In reviewing the New Gallery exhibi- 
tion of last summer we expressed the highest 
admiration for the poetry, pathos, coloration, 
and chiaroscuro of ‘ Love among the Ruins.’ 


To-pay (Saturday) is appointed for the 
private view at the New Gallery of the fourth 
collection of the Arts and Crafts Exhibition 
Society ; on Monday the public will be admitted 
to the gallery. 


Tue first exhibition of the season by the Fine- 
Art Society will occur about the end of next 
month (October), and comprise two rooms full 
of the works of Mr. A. Goodwin ; the larger 
room will comprise his series of landscapes with 
figures illustrating ‘Sindbad the Sailor,’ which 
have not yet been seen together. 


WE are glad to learn that that indispensable 
publication ‘The Year’s Art’ will continue to 
appear in 1894. Mr. M. B. Huish sold the 
copyright to Messrs. Virtue some years ago, and 
of late his connexion with the work has ceased. 
Other hands will now have it in charge. 


THE picture to which we have recently 
referred as having been placed in a panel of the 
Town Hall, Manchester, is the last of the series 
of twelve illustrations of the history of the place 
which Mr. F. Madox-Brown undertook to paint 
for the Corporation of the city. 


Tue enlightened town council of Llandovery 
has determined to demolish the only specimen 
of ancient Welsh domestic architecture now 
remaining in that otherwise uninteresting place, 
and to erect in its stead a galvanized iron drill 
hall. Vicar Pritchard’s house, which is thus 
doomed, unless strong pressure is brought to 
bear by public opinion againstits destruction, was 
visited by the Cambrian Archzeological Associa- 
tion during the Llandeilo meeting in 1892. The 
building in addition to its historic associations 
possesses a beautiful Jacobean plaster ceiling, a 
quaint fireplace, and many other features which 
should render it sufficiently precious in the eyes 
of the inhabitants to make them desire to see it 
preserved. 


Or all forms of decoration there is, perhaps, 
none better calculated to brighten the outdoor 
appearance of London than the use of glazed 
wall tiles. Their partial application has not 
been infrequent of late, but at length the whole 
outside of a corner house —Charles Street, 
Oxford Street—has been covered with this 
material. Sooner or later stone, brick, or terra- 
cotta under the influence of London smoke 
assumes a uniform tint of sooty grime. Glaze 
the bricks and terra-cotta mouldings, and rain 
or washing will restore them to their pristine 
freshness. Yacoub, the Arab geographer, states 
that in the thirteenth century ancient Rhe, or 
Rhages, had its house-fronts gay with glazed and 
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painted tiles; possibly the next century may 
see London under an equally cheerful aspect. 

Messrs. GeorceE Puitie & Son will publish 
very shortly ‘A Narrative of Further Excaya. 
tions at Zimbabye’ (Mashonaland), by Major 
Sir John C. Willoughby, B.S.A. Compan 
illustrated with photographs and coloured plans 
of the ruins. The excavations described in this 
work were undertaken by the author in Novem. 
ber and December, 1892. 

At the autumn exhibition at the Walker Art 
Gallery fifty-seven pictures were sold, realizing 
1,433/. 10s. 6d. 

Mr. CHaries J. Cxiark, of Lincoln’s Inn 
Fields, will shortly publish a treatise on antique 
terra-cotta lamps, by Mr. W. Cudworth, of 
Bradford, descriptive of the writer’s collection, 

Many of our readers will regret to hear that 
Mr. J. W. Barnes, of the Bank, Durham, a 
well-known antiquary and collector, whose 
water-colour drawings we described in ‘The 
Private Collections of England,’ died in London 
on the 22nd inst., aged sixty-eight years. Besides 
drawings of fine qualities, Mr. Barnes possessed 
a choice collection (including some of the wood- 
blocks) of the cuts of Bewick. 

Mzssrs. Hosson & Co., of Wellington, Salop, 
have in preparation ‘ An Architectural Account 
of the Churches of Shropshire,’ by Mr. D. H. §. 
Cranage, of King’s College, Cambridge. It will 
consist of two quarto volumes, containing illus- 
trations, and will be completed in ten parts, 
the first of which is expected to be ready in 
November. 


M. M. A. FLaMEnG, the well-known landscape 
painter, is dead. He was born at Metz. He 
obtained a Third-Class Medal in 1881, a Second- 
Class one in 1888, and a Silver Medal at the 
International Exhibition of 1889.

THE WEEK. 

CovenT GARDEN.—Saint-Saéns’s ‘ Samson et Dalila.’ 

Dr. Sarnt-Saéns’s third opera, ‘Samson 
et Dalila,’ originally produced in its entirety, 
under the ddton of M. Edouard Lassen, at 
the Grand Ducal Theatre at Weimar on 
December 2nd, 1877, was heard for the first 
time in England on Monday last at the 
Covent Garden Promenade Concerts as an 
oratorio, under the conductorship of Mr. 
Frederic H. Cowen. The dramatis persone 
employed by the librettist, M. Ferdinand 
Lemaire, are set forth in the score as 
follows: Dalila, mezzo-soprano; Samson, 
tenor ; the High Priest of Dagon, baritone; 
Abimélech, Governor of Gaza, first bass; 
an old Hebrew, second bass; a Philistine 
messenger, tenor; two Philistines, respec- 
tively tenor and bass; and the usual con- 
venient crowd to appear when wanted. The 
opening Prelude in D contains a prayer 
sung by the Hebrews to music of appro- 
priate dignity before the lifting of the 
curtain, which ultimately rises upon 4 
public place in Gaza, filled by a crowd of 
Hebrews, who in a strenuous chorus, which 
includes a fugue regularly developed at 
some length, lament their recent defeats 
and appeal to God to assist them against 
their enemies, the Philistines. At the con- 
clusion Samson endeavours to revive their 
courage, and after singing a stirring num- 
ber, ‘‘Implorons 4 genoux,” succeeds in 
causing them to look upon him as their 
deliverer. The entrance of Abimélech 
followed by his guards leads to an 
animated scene in which Samson, after 
singing an impassioned appeal to his 
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countrymen, ‘‘Israél, romps ta chaine,” 
kills Abimélech; a riot ensues, in which 
Samson and his people are victorious, and 
subsequently are supposed to rush off to fresh 
conquests. The arrival of the High Priest 
and his satellites, who discover the corpse 
of Abimélech, results in much stormy 
recitative, the High Priest accusing the 
defeated soldiers of cowardice, and they 
protesting that they were paralyzed by 
supernatural influence. Messengers arrive 
telling of the further victories of Samson, 
and the scene closes by his being cursed by 
the High Priest, the initial phrase of the 
music to which the curse is allied being 
subsequently used as a Lettmotif. 

Scene ii. begins with a hymne de joie for 
the Hebrew men, sung unaccompanied in 
unison. The music, supposed to be based 
on an ancient Egyptian melody, does not 
sound very joyful, but it serves to give a 
touch of local colour, and provides a most 
effective contrast to the next number. This 
is a graceful chorus sung by the priestesses 
of Dagon as they with Dalila enter. At 
its conclusion, Dalila at once addresses 
Samson with “Je viens célébrer la 
victoire de celui qui régne en mon 
cur,” and invites him to her abode in the 
valley of Soreck. This is provocative of a 
most cleverly written trio, in which Dalila 
expatiates on the beauties of her home, 
Samson prays for deliverance from the 
siren, and the old Hebrew gives sundry 
warnings and pieces of advice. After a 
characteristic dance executed by the 
priestesses, Dalila renews her invitation 
in a number of great charm, ‘ Printemps 
qui commence,” which closes the first act. 

After a brief prelude, chiefly remarkable 
for its clever instrumentation and sugges- 
tiveness of what is to follow, the curtain 
is supposed to rise upon Dalila’s garden 
in the valley of Soreck, upon which 
the shades of night are falling. Its 
mistress sings an invocation to love, 
‘‘Amour, viens aider ma faiblesse,’’ a 
song regular in form, and distinguished 
by great melodic and sensuous beauty. 
At its conclusion a figure, previously asso- 
ciated with the curse of the High Priest, is 
heard in the orchestra, and announces the 
entrance of this personage, who comes to 
consult Dalila concerning the ways and 
means to overcome the power of Samson. 
This takes the form of a lengthy but 
dramatically-conceived duet, in which the 
composer evinces great power and skill in 
sustaining the interest. The termination of 
this scene, as Dalila, left alone, expresses 
her fears that, after all, Samson may be 
able to resist her charms, is finely conceived, 
and thoroughly succeeds in raising the ex- 
pectation of the listener. Finally, Samson 
appears, cursing the passion that has drawn 
him there, and his inability to overcome its 
power. Dalila greets him joyfully, and then 
commences a duet in which the composer 
has put forth his full strength, and has 
succeeded in writing a number which 
for sustained passion, brilliancy of orches- 
tration, and dramatic power is as fine as 
anything of its kind in modern French 
music. In this duet occurs the song ‘“‘ Mon 
coeur s’ouvre a ta voix,” so often heard of 
late in our concert-rooms; it effects the 
subjugation of Samson, and thereupon 
Dalila, amidst the mutterings of a thunder- 


storm suggestive of the wrath of the Deity, 
addresses herself to discover the secret of 
the hero’s abnormal strength. This for 
some time he refuses to reveal, but upon 
her abruptly retiring into her house he, 
after some hesitation, follows her. Phrases 
from the previous duet and the curse-figure 
of the High Priest are heard in a kind of 
intermezzo while Philistine soldiers are 
supposed to assemble noiselessly outside 
Dalila’s house. Presently Dalila appears 
at the window and calls for their aid; 
Samson is heard to cry ‘‘ treason,” and the 
act ends. 

The last act commences with Samson in 
prison, sightless, shorn of his power-giving 
locks, and singing a lament over his folly, 
while from without are heard the reproaches 
of his fellow countrymen. The scene then 
changes to the interior of the Temple 
of Dagon, in which the High Priest, Dalila, 
and their attendants are assembled, with 
Samson in their midst. After a repetition 
of the song of the priestesses heard in the 
first act, and some characteristic ballet 
music, including a wild bacchanalian dance, 
a realistic touch being given to the latter by 
the use of iron cymbals imitative of the 
clinking of cups, Samson is mockingly 
greeted by the High Priest and the Philis- 
tines. Dalila satirically reminds him of 
their former companionship, the significance 
of her words being cleverly enforced by 
their alliance to a distorted form of the 
principal phrase of ‘‘ Mon coeur s’ouvre a ta 
voix.” This is followed by a dignified duet 
between the High Priest and Dalila, written 
in the form of a canon in the octave, while 
the altar is being prepared for the sacrifice 
of Samson, who, after singing a short prayer, 
succeeds in bringing down the roof of the 
temple upon the assemblage as they are 
singing a hymn of praise to Dagon. 

From the above it will be perceived that 
the librettist has treated the Biblical his- 
tory very freely. Musically, however, the 
work is a brilliant example of the eclectic 
taste and versatility of its composer. All 
styles and methods from Bach to Wagner 
are reflected in its pages. Gregorian tones, 





Bach - like counterpoint, Zectmotive, forms 
old and new, and the most primitive 
and most advanced harmonic progres- 
sions, all are in turn made to serve 
| the purposes of the composer, and with 
| som deftness of workmanship that all

semblance of patchiness is avoided. It is 
needless to dwell upon the effective orches- 
peony, for the cleverness of which the 
name of Saint -Saéns is a sufficient gua- 
'rantee. To the musician the score presents 
' an interesting study, while it charms the 
uncultivated listener by its melodic grace, 
|} sensuous beauty, and effective contrasts. 
| The work, indeed, may be said to show us 
| Dr. Saint-Saéns at his best. 

Concerning its performance on Monday, 
it is greatly to be regretted that various 
| circumstances prevented the music receiv- 
, ing that justice which its character demands. 
| Madame Sanz and M. Lafarge, who were to 
_ have sustained the respective characters of 
| Dalila and Samson, were replaced at the 
last moment by Miss Edith Miller and 
. Mr. Bernard Lane, neither of whom, conse- 
quently, had had sufficient time to study the 
‘music; and the position of the chorus, 
under the tent-like hangings of the stage, 





with the orchestra extended into the centre 
of the auditorium, made unanimity of attack 
and due balance of tone almost an impossi- 
bility. Moreover, further rehearsals were 
obviously necessary. M. Oudin, as the High 
Priest, sang with his usual artistic percep- 
tion, although his voice is not sufficiently 
heavy for the part; and the other characters 
were capably filled by Mr. Arthur Barlow 
as Abimélech, Mr. Magrath as the old 
Hebrew and a Philistine soldier, Mr. James 
Gawthrop, and Mr. H. Lewis Thomas. In 
spite of the faulty performance prolonged 
applause followed the close of the work, and 
Mr. Cowen in his conducting may be con- 
gratulated on having done the best possible 
under adverse circumstances. For the pro- 
duction in England of so fine a specimen of 
French music Mr. Farley Sinkins deserves 
recognition, but it would have been more 
cordial had he remembered the old pro- 
verb, ‘“‘ That which is worth doing is worth 
doing well.” 








Musical Gossiy, 


AttHoucH Mr. Henschel’s sketch programmes 
of his eighth series of Symphony Concerts, 
which commences on the 8th prox., contain no 
novelties, with the exception of M. Paderewski’s 
‘Polish Fantasia,’ the selections are of an attrac- 
tive character. Wagner excerpts, which include 
‘*Klingsor’s Enchanted Garden and the Flower 
Maidens,” from ‘ Parsifal,’ appear in each pro- 
gramme save the last, in which Beethoven 
reigns supreme ; and the usual Wagner night 
will be given in February next. Lovers of 
Brahms will be regaled with his First Symphony 
in ¢ minor, the Rhapsodie for solo contralto, 
male chorus, and orchestra, and the Concerto for 
Violin in p ; and other works of artistic interest 
are Goetz’s overture ‘Francesca da Rimini,’ 
and, presumably, part of Rubinstein’s ‘ Ocean’ 
Symphony. The Beethoven symphonies selected 
are the ‘ Eroica,’ which will be played on the 
Wagner night, and the ‘Choral,’ which will con- 
clude the series. 

As anticipated, the non-appearance of Madame 
Sanz and M. Lafarge in the recent production 
of Dr. Saint-Saéns’s ‘ Samson et Dalila’ has led 
to explanatory letters, which, however, explain 
little, appearing in the daily press. That which 
is most important is the announcement in a 
letter from Mr. Farley Sinkins that he is ‘‘ now 
fully convinced that Covent Garden Theatre as 
at present arranged is not a suitable place for an 
oratorio performance,” and that he will not give 
Dr. Saint-Saéns’s work again ‘‘ until arrange- 
ments have been made for its performance in 
the new Queen’s Hall.” 

Tue eighth Bristol Musical Festival is 
announced for the 25th, 26th, 27th, and 28th 
prox. The principal choral works selected 
for performance are Handel’s ‘Samson,’ Ber- 
lioz’s ‘ Faust,’ Mendelssohn’s ‘ Hymn of Praise,’ 
Rossini’s ‘ Stabat Mater,’ Schumann’s ‘ Paradise 
and the Peri,’ and ‘ The Messiah.’ The vocalists 
comprise Mesdames Albani, Henschel, Palliser, 
Hilda Wilson, and Clara Butt, Messrs. Edward 
Lloyd, Ben Davies, Santley, Black, Worlock, 
and Pierpoint. Sir Charles Halle will conduct. 

Tue ex-students of the Royal College of 
Music who style themselves the ‘‘ Musical 
Guild” announce that they will begin their 
tenth series of chamber concerts on Tuesday 
next at the Town Hall, Kensington. The list 
of works, which includes Mr. H. Holmes’s String 
Quartet in £, Op. 40, should attract many 
music-lovers to these concerts. 

Tue Century for 1894 will print a new series 
of musical articles by distinguished composers. 
It will include an article on Schubert by Dvorak, 
one on Schumann by Grieg, and another on 
Berlioz by Reyer. 
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Tue death is announced from Les Andelys, in 
Normandy, of M. Sellenick, the former band- 
master of the famous Republican Guard Band. 
The deceased was born at Strasbourg in 1820, 
and some fifteen years ago was the composer of 
military and dance music which attained con- 
siderable popularity both in France and Eng- 
land.

THE WEEK. 

Drury Lane.—‘A Life of Pleasure,’ a Drama in Five 
Acts. By Henry Pettitt and Sir Augustus Harris. 

Nosopy, of course, looks to Drury Lane 
for poetry or passion, or, indeed, for any- 
thing with which criticism need concern 
itself. Piece for piece the productions of a 
score years ago were better than those of 
to-day. Then as nowspectacle and pageantry 
were aimed at by the management. ‘Amy 
Robsart’ was, however, a higher work than 
‘A Life of Pleasure,’ and Miss Neilson as 
the heroine inspired more faith and sym- 
pathy than does Mrs. Bernard Beere as 
Norah Hanlan. The revels at Kenilworth 
might be less realistic and stimulating than 
the scenes of combat in Burmah. They were, 
none the less, better suited to stage pre- 
sentation, and they had a suggestion at 
least of romance and poetry. Yet, while 
consecutive managements collapsed, Sir 
Augustus has succeeded. He has dis- 
cerned for what purposes Drury Lane is 
good and for what it is unavailable. On 
the opening of the present edifice it was 
declared, by one qualified to speak, to 
be big enough to be the tomb of the 
drama. Such it has practically proved. 
Bellowing tragedians trod its boards, and 
by their gestures and mouthings made the 
very name of tragedy distasteful. Yet the 
huge stage, prohibitive of passages of ten- 
derness and poetry, lends itself to the utter- 
ances of jingoism, and is the proper home 
of military drama. 

All this has been seen by Sir Augustus, 
who has turned it to profitable account. In 
‘A Life of Pleasure’ he has given the 
utmost conceivable amount of spectacle, the 
thinnest possible thread of drama. We 
have a village maiden seduced and deserted 
by an aristocratic villain. A young noble- 
man, careless, loyal, profuse, is robbed by the 
friend he has trusted. Here is practically 
all that is supplied. Padding and powder 
do therest. The village maiden, who wears 
a lovely frock, is Irish. We have then in 
the first act an eviction, in which policemen 
and soldiers are reluctantly compelled to par- 
ticipate. In the second, the heroine, wearing 
a still prettier frock, has quitted her home 
with her lover. Her gradual deterioration 
must be shown somewhere. Where better 
than up the river? We have then Skindle’s 
Hotel with the Guards’ Club, and then a house- 
boat. In the third, the heroine, in a frock 
of indescribable loveliness, is ruined, 
deserted, and betrayed. This action passes 
in the Empire Theatre, and the scene in 
which Marguerite Gautier is publicly 
outraged is reversed. The absence of the 
hero is requisite in order that the schemes 
of the villain may be carried out. He must 


go somewhere, so Burmah is selected, and 
we have a scene likely to be memorable in 
stage annals, in which a mad leap on 
horseback is accomplished, and pictures of 





war—with real soldiers, real sepoys, and real 
Nordenfelt guns—are introduced. The house 
is filled with smoke, the deafened audience 
in the stalls is disposed to believe that 
the tragedians are back again, and the 
cheering of the gods vies with the roaring 
of the guns. Then comes a last act in 
which villainy is unmasked and defeated. 
To play this piece we have Mrs. Bernard 
Beere, who has strayed to melodrama and 
necessarily adorns it; Miss Lily Hanbury, 
Mr. Henry Neville, Mr. Arthur Dacre 
(steeped for stage purposes in villainy), and 
Mr. Harry Nicholls. There is littie in the 
play of which to be proud, but it is a 
success, and the management, after a few 
excisions have been made, may busy itself 
with the pantomime. 








Bramatic Gossiy, 


‘A Mopern Don Quixote,’ in which Mr. 
Arthur Roberts appeared on Monday at the 
Strand Theatre, has found a circuitous way to 
London, having been produced at Nottingham 
in July last, and since played in many country 
towns. The literary portion, if such a term can 
be used of what is partly a burlesque and partly 
a ‘‘yariety show,” is claimed by a Mr. George 
Dance. The piece, however, is what it is made 
by Mr. Roberts, who is a genuine humourist. 
The use of the name Don Quixote is a simple 
profanation, the play having no more to do with 
‘Don Quixote’ than it has with the ‘Divine 
Comedy.’ 

In ‘A Trip to Chicago,’ at the Vaudeville, 
Miss Rose Norreys now plays the part pre- 
viously taken by Miss Helena Dacre, and Miss 
Marie Dagmar that originally assigned to Mrs. 
Edward Saker. An adaptation, by Mr. E. C. 
Dunbar, of Longfellow’s song ‘The Village 
Blacksmith,’ has been added to the bill under 
the title of ‘The Merry Blacksmith.’ It is a 
mixture of song and dance, the heroine of which 
is played by Miss Marie Thorne. 

An adaptation of Mr. Brandon Thomas’s farce 
of ‘Charley’s Aunt’ has been successfully pro- 
duced in Berlin. 

REHEARSALS of ‘Sweet Lavender’ and ‘The 
Schoolmistress’ and other pieces are in progress 
at Terry’s Theatre, with a view to a country 
tour which Mr. Terry, now on his way home 
from Australia, will undertake before opening 
in London with a novelty. In the mean time 
Terry’s will be occupied with an adaptation of 
Wilkie Collins’s ‘Evil Genius,’ to be produced 
by Miss Janette Steer. 

Mr. Horner’s adaptation of ‘Durand et 
Durand’ will, according to present arrange- 
ments, be given at the Trafalgar Square Theatre 
on October 5th. It has undergone some altera- 
tion since it was last seen at an afternoon repre- 
sentation. 

‘A Royat Divorce,’ by W. G. Wills, has 
been given at the Standard during the week 
by the Princess’s company. 

THe Century, which has already printed the 
autobiographies of Jefferson and Salvini, will 
publish during 1894 the memoirs and letters of 
the late Mr. Edwin Booth. The first instalment 
will appearin November. The time covered by 
the memoirs is 1864 to 1893.
